INGTON ALL VERY HAPPY—JOEL B. 

ERHARDT TO BE COLLECTOR. 
WaSHINGTON, April 5.—The President to-day 
made the *ollowing appointments: 


Gollector of the Port of New-York—JorL B. 
ERHARDT of New-York. : 

Postmaster at New-York—CoRNELIUS Van COTT 
of New-York. . 


Joei B. Erhardt is about:50 years old and a 
lawyer. When the war of the rebellien began 
he enlisted as a private and fought his way up 


to the rank of Captain. During the draft riots 
in New-York he was an Assistant Provost Mar- 
shal end did much good work in helping to re- 
store order. After the war he became an #8- 
sistant to the Hon. B. F. Silliman, who was 
then United States District Attorney in Brook- 
lyn, and subsequently was appointed one of the 
New-York Poliee Commissioners. President 
Arthur made him United States Marshal for the 
New-York district in 1882, a place which he held 
until 1885, when Gen. Martin T. McMahon suc- 
ceeded to the offices. Last Fall Mr. Erhardt was 
the Republican candidate for Mayor in New- 
-York, running against Messrs. Grant, Hewitt, 
and Coogan. About four years ago he was made 
receiver of the New-York City and Northern 
Railroad, and completely recenstructed it, then 
becoming its President, which place he later re- 
signed. President Harrison has now indorsed 
the deal by which Mr. Erhardt consented to dupes 
the simple-minded who always vote for the 

arty’s nominees for municipal offices, regard- 
ess of their own and the city’s welfare. 


Cornelius Van Cott was born in New-York 
City Feb. 12, 1838,.obtained his edueation in 
the public schools, and learned the trade of 


eoachmaker. He joined the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and has ever since been a * boy” and 
a **maochine” politician. He held places in the 
New-York Custom House under Collectors Dra- 
per and Barney, and in 1869 Internal Revenue 
Collester Spalding made him-a Deputy. In 
1873 he combined business with polities for 
a while—he manufactured peeketbooks and had 
a contract to keep the Gevernment mail bags in 
repair. Thatsame year Mayor Havemeyer, as 
the result of a *‘ deal,” appointed him Fire Com- 
missioner, and in 1879 Mayor Cooper, as the re- 
sult or another “deal,” appointed him to the 
same office. In 1887 he was elected a State 
Senator, which place he still occupies. 
Among the bills he introduced was the biil 
to aliow the New-York Poliee Commissioners 
toaceept nominations for elective offices with- 
out first recaryie ys 3 their positions, which was in 
the interest of Police Commissioner John Me- 
Clave, who aspired tobe the Republican can- 
didate fer Mayor in 1888. March 25, this year, 
he was excused from attendance upen the ses- 
sions of the Senate for a week on account of 
sickness, and has spent most of his time since 
in New-York City or Washington working for his 
appointment as Postmaster. He is the Repup- 
lican leader of the Seventh Assembly District. 
His business is that of an insurance agent. 


At last the President has given to the friends 
of Mr. Thomas C. Platt the assurance that they 
have waited for since the inauguration. He 


bas named Joel B. Erhardt for Collecter and 
Cornelius Van Cott for Postmaster at New- 
York. Both appeiatments are extremely grati- 
fying to such politicians as Gen. Knapp and 
Lewis F. Payne. Gen. Knapp is all smiles to- 
night, and he says that so far everything has 
gone well. He has got all he has asked for and 
will be happy. The slate, as made up by the 
Platt peeple a fortnight ago, has been accepted, 
so far as the two leading eandidates upon it are 
concerned. It is expected that In a short time, 
but perhaps not within a fortnight, other names 
now on the slate wil) be transferred to the ap- 

olntment book at the White House, and active 

epublican partisans be put in the places of 
Democrats in ali the leading Federal offices in 
New-York City and State. 

The nominations made to-day have never 
been clouded by any doubtin the minds of the 
Plattmen, who propesed them. There has never 
been any question raised here as to whether 
they would be aceeptable to Mr. Warner Miller. 
Mr. Louis F. Payn expressed the general feel- 
ing to-night when he was asked how Mr, Mil- 
ler’s friends would like the appointments. “TI 
don’t know what the Miiller- men think,” he 
answered, “but you can say that the Platt 
men are very well pleased with them.” And he 
certainly looked as pleased as a Platt man pos- 
sibly could look. According to all accounts 
here there was never any oppesition to the 
nomination of Mr. Erhardt. His papers were re- 
garded by those who presented them as 
equal in political and business indorsements to 
any ever presented to a President. There has 
not been at any time the slightest doubt that 
when Mr. Magone’s place was tilled Mr, 
Erhardt would fill it. The desire to have al) the 
leading nominations to the Custom House 
plaees made at the same time was interfered 
with by the development of contests over sev- 
eral of the places, and the difficulty of adjust- 
ing differences of opinion about the political 
and personal merits of other candidates led to 
the postponement of the appointments for the 
offices of Naval Officer, Surveyor, Appraiser, 
District Attorney, and Marshal 

While Mr. Erhardt’s appointment is satisfac- 
tory, the pleasure that is felt in securing a new 
Collector is slightas compared with rejoicing 
over the appeintment of a Postmaster. All re- 
portsto the contrary Dotwithstanding, there 
’ bas never been the slightest chance that Post- 
master Pearson would be reappointed. The 
story that Mr. Wanamaker was inclined to re- 
tain him appears to have been the merest moon- 
shine. Mr. Pearson’s reappointment would 
have made a rupture in the Republican Party 
quite as serious as that caused in 1881 by Gar- 
field’s appeintment ef Robertson to be Colleetor. 
Mr. Van Cott’s appointment is hailed by every 
Republican bere as a triumph for praetical pol- 
iticlans over mere theorists. It is accepted as 
an assurance from the President that the civil 
service iaea is not to prevail, to the exclusion 
of ‘the boys” from offices of trust and profit. 

In the conferences with the President the 
politicians have never permitted the Executive 
to lese sight of the importance of making the 
office distinctively Republican. He has not been 

ermitted to regard any representations made 

or Mr. Pearson as entitied to any weight 
whatever. The Postmaster has been held up as 
@ man perfectly safe to ‘* kill off;” as 2 man ob- 
pr yong to Democratie workers beeause he 

ad not convertea his office into a machine, 
while he was hated by the Republicans because 
he could not be relied upon to make of it a Re- 
publican machine. Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker has been ready, at any time esinee Mr. 
Platt’s slate was made out, te present 
Mr. Van Gott’s mame as that of the 
Postmaster. When asked to-day why 
Mr. Pearson was not reappointed, ke 
said that it was beeause everybody seemed 
to want Mr. Van Cott. There hag been no com- 

laints to make of Mr. Pearsen as Postmaster, 

utalarge number of eitizens of New-York, 
eminent im business and politics, had asked for 
Mr. Van Cott’s appointment after Mr. Pearson’s 
term had expire He mentioned Cornelius N. 
Bliss, John F. Plummer, Kountze Brothers, 
W. L. Strong, A. D. Lorillard, and other _busi- 
ness men as among those who had urged the 
selection ef Mr. Van Cott to fill Pearson’s place. 

It ig ascertained from the managers here that 
Mr. Van Cott’s papers were very elaporave. They 
carried, by way of indorsement, the names of

There is not much talk about the olfice of Mar- 
shal, and it 1s the common opinion among the 
New-York men that it will go to Gen. Henry A. 
Barnum without a contest. 


The Star says that President Harrison has 
plainly given the colored offiee seekers from the 
Sonth who are here te understand that they 
have very little to expect from him. He pro- 
poses to recognize thé protectionists of the 
south, and to try in this way to make the divida- 
ing line of the parties not upon color but upon 
the economic policy. The South is full of pre- 
teotionists who have been always working 
with the Demoorats because of the race situa- 
tion in that section. It is said that many of 
these have signified their intention tojoiu hands 
with the Republican advocates of protection, 
making that the issue if they can come into the 
party with the proper recognition. The men 
who belong to this class are wealthy and intel- 
ligent—the active, progressive men of the South. 
Itis asserted that Mr. Harrison el to 
ease the way for them into the Republican Party 
by eradicating the race question as an issue 
and recognizing eminent protectionists, former 
Democrats as well as Republicans. 


Ex-Secretary Endicott, who called upon the 
President to-day, commented, after leaving the 
White House, upon the President's paleness 


and complained of the strain put upon Presi- 
dents by the people. “Our great need,” he 
said, “is a more extended civilservice. This 
is the only Government where there is a scram- 
ble for office—undignified, unpatriotic—and 
until the tenure is made secure and the places 
are filled with good men, the President will ve 
overburdened. Look at England. There isa 
free Government and there the men who 
desire to enter the employ of the Gov- 
ernment are tested thoroughly and, if fonnd 
eompetent, are offered every inducement 
to stay in the service. Within the lifetime of 
the generation now being born there will be in 
this country an army of officials 300,000 strong. 
Then the ¢ivil services will bea necessity, and 
then the President will have to be relieved of 
this drudgery of appointments by heads of de- 
partmente and bureaus, because no one man 
will be able to do the work, The reform would 
hot commence too soon if it were put into 
operation at once.” 


The President is contemplating a brief ab- 
sence from the White House for rest and recrea- 
tion. His departure is delayed in consequence 


of the difficulty in finding a United States ves- 
sel for the purpose, As the family of the Presi- 
dent isto accompany him, including the baby 
of Mra. McKee, he has declined to go by rail to 
Baltimore to take the revenue cutter stationed 
there. There does not appear to be much doubt 
that the excursion, when taken,is to beon a 
Government vessel aud that it will be down the 
Potomac to salt water. This will bea depart- 
ure from the practice of the last Administra- 
tion, which was to regard revenues cutters and 
dispatch boats as intended for other purposes 
than those hero suggested. 


Since the disaster at Samoa, Secretary Tracy 
has recelved propositions from several wreck- 
ing companies offering to go to Samoa and un- 


dertake the work of recovering the guns and 
other property of value lostin the destruction 
of the ‘lrenton and Vandalia. Noaction will be 
taken, however, until Admiral Kimberly’s re- 
port has been received, which is expected to 
give details as to what has heen. lost and the 
location of the wreckage. It is possible that 
the vessels May have been thrown so highon 
the shore that the recovery of the property will 
be comparatively easy. This is probably the 
case if the storm was accompanied by a tidal 
wave. If, however, the vessels went to pieces 
in deep water, the services of a wrecking com- 
pany will be required. 

Secretary Tracy has received a letter from the 
Mayor and a committee of citizens of Concord 
giving to the United States gunboat now being 


built and named in honor of their city a re- 
duced copy of the statue of the Concord minute 
Man as an ornament for the Captain’s cabin. In 
view of the large number of such presents be- 
ing received for the new cruisers and gunboats 
Secretary Traey has directed that they shall be 
under the care of the chief of the Bureau of- 
Equipment and Recruiting, who shall be re- 
sponsible for their preservation. He has also 
directed that the letters accompanying the 
gilts shall be engrossed aud preseryed in the 
department library. ,

Schuyler Duryce was to-day appointed chief 
clerk of the Patent Office.

Collector Magone said that he had heard of 
the appointment of Joel B. Erhardt te be his 





all the leading men in the Republican organiza- 
tions in New-York. In addition to the namea of 
politicians, there was a vast number of names 
of business men of prominence.

President Harrison’s appointment of Mr. Van 
Cett is eget get as more important than a 
declaration of his willingness to be advised by 
the managers in New-York. It is accepted as 
an indication of what may be looked for in ail 
the appoiatments to follow. Practical politi- 
cians are to be rewarded,and civil service re- 
form must look out for itself. If it is te be ob- 
served at all, it will be so ebserved as to inter- 
fere as little as possible with the employment of 
the public offiees for the chief purpose of 
strengthening the party in power. As for the 
other candidates whe have been spoken of as fit 
for the office, they have never bad the slightest 
chance of appointment. Mr. Taintor and Mr. 
Lounsbury are as near the place to-night as they 
were ever likely to be. 


There is no expectation that the other im- 
portant offices will be filled atonce. As already 
reported, there isno doubt that Gen. John N. 


Knapp will be Naval Officer. There is notmuch 
doubt that Mr. Theodore B. Willis of Brooklyn 
will be Surveyor. The chances of Mr. Donald 
MoLean for Appraiser are eonsidered good. 
But there is a contest for the Surveyor’s piace. 
Mr. John W. Jacebus has 6 a streng push 
fer it, and his application is supported by inftu- 
ential friends on paver, Brooklyn is substan- 
tially solid for Willis. The opposition to him is 
characterized by the Platt men here as not 
worth dignifying with serious notice or criti-

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LORD LONSDALB’S TRAVELS. 


HE IS NOWON HIS WAY TO ENGLAND 


AFTER HIS ARCTIC TRIP. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 5.—The Inquirer to- 
morrow will print the following interesting 
story of Lord Lonsdale’s travels: 

Theerratie Lord Lonsdale, who was recently 
reported dead in the Arctic regions, is on his 
way home to England again. The first authen- 
tie news from him in months was printed in the 
Inquirer yesterday morning. It was de- 
rived from a letter just received at Bethlehem 
from Mr. Wolf, the Moravian missionary sta- 
tioned at Nushagak, near Fort Alexandra, on 
Bristol Bay, Alaska, in latitude 59° north, 158° 
west longitude. Further details from the same 
source give an interesting account of the Eari’s 
travels, 

Lora Lonsdale arrived at the Nusbagak Mis- 
sion Dec, 15 of last year and after a long and 
tedious journey of 4,000 miles overland 
from Balks Land, in latitude 75° north. 
This was the furthest point north that 
he reached. He was hospitably  enter- 
tained at the mission and remained there until 
Jan. 14 of this year. His outtit at this time 
eonsisted of eight sleds and seventy team dogs 
in charge of Esquimaux drivers and some In- 
dian servants. 

He was quite oxhausted from fatigue and 
hunger. The country he had traversed from 
Banks Land was rough and open, with very lit- 
the game upora which to draw for provisions. 
The snow was terribly drifted, and the sledding 
s0 bad that most of the journey was made on 
foot, the dogs barely managing to drag the 
sleds loaded with the eamp outfit and pro- 
Visions. 

The cold experienced was intense, On the lst 
of December the thermometer registered 105° 
below the freezing point. Men and animals 
were exhausted ani progress was very 
slow. Frequently stops were made for a 
week in favorable localities, und all 
hands went out to bunt hares’ and 
reindeer for foed. Terrible blizzards swept 
across the country continually, and the utmost 
exertions were necessary to keep the party 
from being scattered and frozen to death. 
Eleven dogs died of overwork and many of 
the remaining 70 were in bad condition. 

Lora Lonsdale remained a month at the 

mission, enjoying the society of Mr. Woif, who 
was the first white man he had seen for a year, 
with the exception of the servant, who ascom- 
panied him. e estimates that he traveled by 
dog sled and on foot about 10,000 miles‘ 
from Winnipeg ina little more thana year. [n 
the Hudsons Bay region, where the snow and 
ice were smooth, the dogs frequently carried 
them over 200 miles a day. 
Earl had no particularly exciting adventures 
to relate other than those necessarily incident 
to Arctic travel. Of these be bad his fullshare. 
Cold, hunger, scurvy, and other misfortunes 
beset him constantly, but his courage kept up 
all the time and he was in excellent spirits, 
notwithstanding he could not make the North 
Pole as he originally intended. 

He left the mission at Nushagak Jan 14, and 
with his dog train started across the peninsula 
to Katmai, on the North Pacific. From here he 
crossed te Kadiac, on Kadiac Island, where 
there is @ whaling atation. From Katmai he 
sent back a sied and dog team to Mr. Wolf with 
his eom pliments. 

The Esquimaux party were to start at once 
from Nushagak for their homes in the Hudson 
Bay covutry. The Ear! sent word that he would 
sail for England at once, but no news has bcen 
received of bis arrival at any American port, 
and it is possible that he has turned whaler to 
get some new experiences. 

It is now abouttwo years since Lord Lons- 
dale came into particular netoriety in New- 
York asthe manager of the Violet Cameron 
Opera Company.

BOULANGER ISSUES ANOTHER

BRuUSSELS, April 5.—Gon. Boulanger held a 
conference to-day in this city with a number of

PaRIs, April 5.—Gen. Boulanger has issued a 
manifesto, dated Erussels, April 5. He says 
that, in their rebust sense, the electors know 
how todeal with the tissue of falsehoods and 
abominable slanders against him.

HMament consent to prosecute him before a 
court of political enemies, not before a court of 
judges. All the acta imputed to himas crimes 
were Well known when he was appointed Min- 
ister of War, and therefore his colleagues were 
equally guilty. ‘“ Ail the violence and calumny 
in the world,” he says, *“‘ will fail to turn us 
from our object, which is to obtain an honest 
republic and the legal exercise of universal suf- 
frage.”’

QUICKLY IURNED TO ASHES. 


CREMATION OF A DETROIT RELATIVE OF 
EX-MAYOR HEWITT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 5.—Both reterts at the 
erematory of the Philadelphia Cremation So- 
ciety on Walnut-lane were put in order early 
this week. William Beamsderfer, the Superin- 
tendent of the institution, brushed up the place 
until the brick and iron building, with its cold 
whitewashed walls, marble floors, and 300 
niches wore'an aspect almost inviting. 

The body submitted to the retort to-day was 
that of Mrs. Emma'‘T. Hewitt, who died on 
April 3. She was only 24 years old. Abonuta 
year ago she was married to Dr. Charles E. 
Hewitt, nephew of ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt 
of New-York. Before her death Mrs. Hewitt 
expressed a desire to be cremated. Thefnneral 
servieeS were held at the residence of Mrs. 
Hewitt’s parents, George F. and Wilhelmina 
Kolb, at Tacony. Half adozen carriages then 
carried the relatives and friends over the rough 
roads to the crematory, a quarter of a mile 
back of the moat unfrequented portion of Wal- 
nut-lane. Pali bearers Schmidt, Blank, Wolt, 
and. Belstein bore the coftined remains into the 
urched reception room, which would have re- 
sembied a chapel denuded of: its. furnishings 
but for the rows of niches from floor to ceiling 
used for the reception of ashes. Mr. and. Mra. 
Kolb and their four sons followed the body, and 
behind them came Dr. Hewitt and a number of 
friends, 

When the coffin was placed over the trap door 
Undertaker Hunzig uttered a brief invocation 
in German; tthen the body was quickly lowered 
to the basement. There was a general rush 
down the side steps to the basement. Rela- 
tives, friends, and mere spectators were alike 
eager to witness the process. In iess than two 
hours, during which sympathizing spectators 
viewed the process ef dissolution through the 
miea-covered door of the retort, the pan was 
pulled out and about three poundsof white 
ashes were sweptintoajar by Mr. Beamsaderf- 
er. The jar with the preeious ashes will be 
calied fer by the relatives to-morrow morning. 

The process affected several of the spectators 
so favorably that they bought niches for the re- 
ception of theirowm ashes before they left the 
place. Atll o’clock to-morrow morning the 
body of Mra. Albrecht John, who died at 1,514 
North-street, will be cremated. Other erema- 
tions are booked fer a few weeks following.

THE CURIOUS ELECTION LAW PASSED BY 


WISCONSIN’S LEGISLATURE. 

MADISON, Wis., April 5.—The Legislature has 
passed a new election law, and itis probable 
that net one-third of the members have any 
conception of what the measure fully means. 
‘rhe bill was introduced by Senator Cooper of 
Racine, and is supposed to be a copy ef the 
Australian system. It does not apply to Mil- 
waukee County, owing to tne fact that the 


Keogh law, which was modeled on the Austra- 
lian system, is in foree there, and it was agreed 
to exempt. Milwaukee. The law when it goes 
into effeet will cause a commotien, as the 
changes will be radical and startling. 

One clause specifies that no party which re- 
ceived less than 2 per cent. of the total vote at 
the last previous election shall be accorded rep- 
resentation on the official ticket. The Prohibi- 
tionists could get in, but the Socialists in Mil- 
waukee County would be barred out provided 
the law took effect in Milwaukee County. It is 
dificult to understand how any new party could 
geta start. Half the people in the State might 
belong to some new party, bus’ hew could they 
vote for their candidates or indieate them if 
denied the privilege of having the names of 
their candidates printed on the effieial ticket. 

All that is needed is the Governor’s signature 
and the measure becomes a law. When the 
State Solons wake tp and find out what they 
have passed there wi!l be music. Should the 
Governor decline to veto the measure—for the 
Legislature has several times passed over his 
vetoes—he will get even, and there will be some 
fun ail around. 





MILLINERS SUE THE GOVERNMENT. 

CuHIcAGO, April 5.—The milliners all over the 
United States are deeply interested in a number 
of customs cases now on trial in the United 
States District Court in this city. They are 
what are known as the “‘hat trimmings” cases. 
The point at iesue is.this: 

The tariff schedule provides that imported hat 
trimmings shall pay a duty of 20 per cent. 
Millinery houses import large quantities of 
silks, velvets, and ether goods which may be 
used for hat trimmings, and they claim that 
under the tariff schedule they should only be 
taxed 20 per cent. on them. On the other hand, 
these same goods, when imported in the ordi- 
nary way by dry goods men, are made to bear a 
duty of from 40 to50 per cent. under other 
provisions ef the tariff schedule. Collect- 
ors of customs all over the country have 
refused to accede tothe demands of the mil- 
liners, and the result is that suits nave bsen 
brought against them in various parts of the 
country claiming rebates to the amount of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

KILLED EIGHT PERSONS. 

FORDYCE, Ark., April 5.—G. B. Dickson, 
Sheriff of Titus Gounty, Texas, has arrested 
Frank Shulze at that place on a charge of mur- 
der. On the night of Dec. 10 last the house of 
J. R. King, & well-to-do farmer of Titus County, 
was burned, and the charred remains of King, 
his wife, and six children was found in the 
ashes. Upon examination it was found that 
the skulls of all the family haa been erushed in, 
and an axe and hatchet were found in the 
house. On the day of the murder King and his 
son. axed 20, had killed hogs, and,{asjthey were 
to move into a new house a few hundred yards 
distant, they had carried the meat to the new 
house, and young King slept there to guard the 
meat the night of the murder. 

Before going down to tie new house for the 
night, young King had used the axe and had 
left 1t at the yard gate. Suspielon pointed to 
King’s son-in-law, Shulze, a first cousin to the 
young man arrested here, who had run away 
with King’s daughter and had forged an order 
for a marriage license, and it was the fear of 
being prosecuted for the forgery that caused 
him to murder King and his family. Shulze 
had made threats, and has since confessed to a 
friend that he and his eousin did the killing; 
that he killed King and his wife, and that his 
cousin Killed the six children and then set fire 
to the house. The children were from 2 to 14 
— of age, and were all found where the beds 
stood, 








THE SSMOAN CONFERENCE. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The American Com-. 
missioners to the Samoan Conference have en- 
gaged passage for Europe on the Umbria, whieh 
sails from New-York April13. Meanwhile they

HILL’S KIND OF POLITICS 


SCENES OF RIOT AND BLOOD- 
SHED AT COHOKS. 

THE RESULT OF THE GOVERNOR’S RULE 

OR RUIN POLICY—HOW HIS LIEU- 


TENANTS USE THE POLICE. 

Conors, N. Y., April 5.—The police foree ot 
Cohoes is entirely under the control of Mayor 
Garside, who is one of Gov. Hill’s trusted Neu- 
tenants. Affairs in this city are in a bad state 
and have been for years. - Crimes have been 
openly committed and criminals have been pro- 
tested. 

Mayor Garside since his eleetion has made 
the boast that he could carry any eleetion; that 
clubs elected him, and that he would carry the 
primaries in the same way. He started out to 
demonstrate his prowess to-day, when the Dem- 


ocratic primaries were held. The most dis- 
graceful scenes ensued, and several persons are 
80 badly injured that they cannot recover. 

In the Second Ward, John Larkins’s home, 
the police stood over the boxes the entire ses- 
sion, but were satisfied that the Hill-Murpby 
men were beaten, and no fussensued. This 
was also the case in the Third Ward. In 
the Fourth Ward the voting had proceeded for 
an hour, and the result was against the Hill 
torces, Then the police broke through two 
doors with sledge nammers. Sergt. O’Hearn 
jumped on the ballot box and kicked the box to 
the floor, seattering the ballots allabout. A 
young man named Murphy was so badly 
clubbed by the police that he is not expected 
to live. The inspectors were arrested. The 
Hill men demanded ao watcher in the Fifth 
Ward. The request was granted. This is 
Mayor Garside’s own ward, and he was not go- 
ing to allow the result to be opposite to his 
wishes. 

The police broke throngh two deors. They 
brought an extra ballot box with them, and, 
planting it down, began taking ballots. The 
Police here were led by Capt. Delaney and Court 
Officer Barrett. The regular inspectors went 
into the next roomand continued to receiva’ 
ballots. Two polis were held, both declaring 
results. After planting their men in this poll- 
ing place, Officers Barrett and Delaney went 
over to the First Ward and demanded admit- 
tance. The door was reduced like the others, 
with a sledge. The inspectors warned the 
officers that they must not come in, but they 
did not heed, 

Barrett was struck with an axe, which cut 
part of his head off He was placed ina haek 
and carried off. The wildest excitement pre- 
vailed. The inspectors were arrested sand 
locked up. Never before have such disgraceful 
and murderous scenes been enacted in Albany 
County politics, and residents in Watervliet 
shudder over the result. 

The Murpby-Hill combine propose carrying 
the election in Watervliet next Monday by the 
same tactics as were practiced to-day. Ganm- 
biers, thieves, and thugs from Troy and West 
Troy and men brought from New-York are be- 
ing organized in West Troy to take possession 
of the polls in Wess Troy to defeat .Patrick 
Grogan and the anti-Hill Democrats. To-night 
the Police Commissioners of West Troy ap- 
pointed a large number of special policemen, 
and Sberiff Roeney has appointed and sworn in 
a large number of Deputy Sheriffs to pretect 
the polls from the friends of Goy. Hill and tne 
Chairman of the Dem@cratic State Commistze. 

Organized gangs of roughs are also going up 
from Albany to lend assistanee to the Troy con- 
tingent. There is every prospect that the at- 
tempt of Edward Murphy and Gov. Hull to capt- 
ure or destroy the Albany County organization 
will result in riot and bloodshed and probable 
murder if it has not already been committed in 
Cohees. The probable outcome from a political 
standpoint is the loss of the Board of Supervis- 
ors to the Democrats of Albany, the forfeiture 
of the Fourth Assembly District, and making it 
impossible to elect the Assemblyman next Fall, 
and the probable loss of the Senator from this 
dietrict and the county. 

The city is in a ferment of excitement, and 
rieting has been going on in the streets ever 
since noon. Te-night drunken men and police- 
mon have had general fights. 











CURIOUS KIND OF FRAUD. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., April 5.—A sensation was 
created here te-day by Frank Kohler, Treasurer 
of the People’s Mutual Accident Insurance 
Company, making information against Mrs. 
Hettie B. Garfield, wife of the late James A. 
Garfield, a prominent merchant; Dr. H. E. Camp- 


bell, and Christ Martin, charging them with 
conspiracy. to defraud the company out of 
$5,000, 

Treasurer Kohler alleges that the parties 
named presented a certificate last week de- 
manding $5,000 for the death ef Mr. Garfield, 
which occurred recently, and that the state- 
ments therein were false. The certificate stated 
that Mr. Garfield bad died from injuries re- 
ceived on the 29th day of October last. This is 
sworn to by Mrs. Gartield and Dr. Campbell 
Mr. Martin claimed to Lave séen the accident 
on the day mentioned. 

Mr. Kohler alieges that the attending payst- 
clan reported to the Board of Heaith that Mr. 
Garfield had died from consumption. Hoe aiso 
claims to have proof that the deceased was not 
in any aceident at all, and that the man injured 
is still }iving, and will testify to the facts. The 
parties are ail well known and the suit has cre- 
ated a sensation in Allegheny City, where they 
ali live.

MAPPED IN A ‘NEW WAY. 
NEW-YORK’S WIRES AND SUBWAYS TO 


BE GRAPHICALLY REPRESENTED. 


A unique relief map is befng made in the 
office of the Board of Electrical Control to 
facilitate the important work of that branoh of 
the City Government. Itis being prepared by 
Engineer Wheeler and his assistants, and will 
not be finished for several weeks, So far as 
.known, nothing like it was ever befere attempt 
ed, and the idea is original with the board’s ex- 
pert. The work has progressed far enough to | 
indicate generally what the map will be. In 
size itis 11 by 7 feet, ana is drawn on a scale 
of 200 feet to the inch, All the blocks and 
streets of the city are represented in black and 
white. All the overhead electrical conductors 
will be shown in bright colors, together with 
@n enumeration of the poles and wires. 
fhe street lights of the United States, 
East River, Brush, and Mount Morris 
aro light companies .are to be indicated 
by brass, tin, copper, and ordinary tacks in the 
order named. The Metropolitan Company's 
route is outiin by green twine, that of the 
Brush Company pink string, and the various 
other lines, including those of the Police and 
Fire Departments, by as Many distinct colors. 

Some of the specific objecta aimed atare to 
better regulate the live overhead wires, to get 
rid ef dead ones and superfiuous poles, and last, 
but not least, te bury the wires in the sWoways. 
These will also be indicated on the map which 
is being made so that the practical work of the 
board can be illustrated each week. Thedevice 
is se simple that the inspectors can tell at a 
gianee what their work is te be each day before 
leaving the office,

issue headed ‘Growth of Vested Choirs’, and at 
the same time to correct one error. The) article 
mentions Dr. Edward Hodges as the organist of 
Trinity Church from 1840 to 1858, and says: *He 
did not approve of boy choristers, believing them 
to be troublesome and too irreverent for participa- 
tion in divine worship.’ So far is this statement 
from trath that the very opposite can be proved by 
living witnesses, Among the boys in that choir in 
1847 whom.I recall are the present Missionary 
Bishop of North Dakota, the Hight Kev, W. Lb. 
Walker, .D. D.; the Rev. William G. Farrington, 
D. D., of Bloomfield, N, J.; the Rev. George W. 
Ferguson of Sing sing, N. Y., iand the Rey. J. H. 
Hobart De Mille ef Lowville, N. Y.” 

J. iL writes: “THE TIMES ot Sunday, March 

24, 1888, contained a very interesting article on 
mixed choirs in the city. he statements in the ar- 
ticle are in the main correct, but thore are several 
important omissions which the present writer 
wishes to supply. Itis stated that Dr. Hodges was 
succeeded in 1558 by Mr. Henry Stephen Cutler. 
In point of fact Dr. Hodges was succeeded in 1456 
(when Trinity Chapel in Twenty-fifth-street was 
opened) by Dr. Samuel P. Tuckerman of Boston, 
who held the position for one Sunday only, and then 
resigned. In this emergency Mr. William H. Walter 
Was temporarily transferred from 8t. Paul’s Chapel 
to Trinity Church, and he sustained the choir tor 
about two months, during which time Dr. Hodges 
had charge of the masic at Trinity Chapel, which 
had been recently consecrated. A e end of this 
eriod Dr, Hodges was restored to his former seat 
nm Trinity Church, and Mr. Walter was then trans- 
erred to the organ at Trinity Chapel. Afterwari, 
1858,) when Dr. Hodges was permanently disable 
rom active duty, Mr. Henry 8, Outlier was appointed 
his assistant, On the death of Dr. Hodges Mr. Cut- 
ler succeeded as organist and choirmaster. 
‘*In reference to St. John’s Chapel, the reader is 
led to infer that the yested choir was introduced 
by Mr. Le Jeune. This was not the case. Mr. Le 
Jeune was preceded by Mr. George HK. Horsley, a 
man of superior education and ability, whose life 
was early sacrificed to his professional seal, and 
whose labersin the cause of church music were 
pardily rewerass by a peblio burial from Old Tring 
ity. r. Horsley was preceded by Mr. James Pech, 
te whom belongs the credit of introducing the vested 
choir and choral in 8t. John’s Chapel. The credit 
of cotauhabing the vested ehoir in Trinity Chapel 
belongs of right to Dr. William H,. Walter. now or- 
ganistat Columbia College. This was effected in 
1862. Dr. Walter acted under the authority of the 
Vestry of Trinity Parish, but against the deter- 
mined opposition of many 1n the congregation. He 
bree the vested choir toa degreo of excellence 
which became widely acknowledged, thengh it has 
since ceased te be remembered. 

“In February, 1869, he was succeeded by the 
present organist, Dr, Walter B. Gilbert.”

tegrity of the sonleny, ntruded upon by such a fort- 
unate provision for its growth and prosperity. Bo- 
sides, at “yf time the soeiety coula withdraw its 
collections from the museum, Nejther would the 
present officers suffer; their services would be in 
more demand than ever. 

There 13 very little doubt that the subscribers te 
the building fund would gladly transfer the opera- 
tion of the money to the purchase of new art pos- 
sessions, OLIVER DOLIVER.

RESULTS OF THE REPUB-

THE OLD DISTRIOT LEADERS RE-ELEOCT-

Unblushing fraud was practiced in the dis- 
tricts where there were contests. Repeating 
Was common, and the names of absentees were 
voted on by men who had to be prompted be- 
fore they ceuld call out the names to the elec- 
tion inspecters. . 

There was little trouble in the First District. 
The opponents of Leader John H. Grimes reo- 
ognized early in the evening the fact that the 


had no chance to beat him. They polled 11 
votes and the Grimes men cast » the total 
vote Large bes 

Iu the Foarth Assembly District the battle 
was between John Collins and John B. Dunne, 
and when the count was finished this announce- 
ment was made: Collins, 505; Dunne, 25, Th 
was more one-sided than the Dunne le h 
anticipated, and they said after the election 
that they intended to contest it on the groun 
that many of their votes were exeltded, an 
that many people voted the tivuket who did no 
have aright te do so. They believed they h 
the grounds on which to indict several persons 
for perjury. 

For & Fitth Distriot Republican primary yes- 
terday’s affair was comparatively tame. Boss 
Carroll distinguished himseif and re-established 
his reputation “ wid de b’yes” by grabbing Mr. 
Charles E. Holme the opposition candi- 
date for Presiden of the district  or- 
ganization, by the throat and shaking his fist 
in close proximity to Mr. Holmes’s nose while 
he apostrephized himin the choicest descriptive 
epithets of tne Fifth Distriet tough. But one 
of the bluecoats tapped Mr. Carroll with _ his 
lignum vite club just hard eneugh to make him 
cross-eyed for an instant, and hostilities were 
averted. . 

The Allen-Dodd faction insist that out of the 
666 ballots pose over one-half were cast b 
persons who had no right to vote. They cbal- 
lenged most of these persons on the ground 
that they were Democrats or non-residents, 
but the challenged persons swore in their 
votes without hesitation. The Carroll ticket re- 
ceived 462 votes and the Allen-Dodd ticket 
only 202, 

There was an earnest but unsuccessful at- 
tempt to defeat George Bliss in the Eleventh 
for his Gable railroad advocacy. 

More votes were cast at the Republican pri- 
mary in the Twenty-first Aanewyiy District 
than have been cast ata. primary the 
‘ Theodore Roosevelt defeated Jacob Hess five er 
81x years ago. There are nearly 1,800 enrolled 
Republicans ir the district and 535 of them 
voted. The polls were opened at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon and were closed at 9 in the 
evening. pto6 o’clock about one hundred 
Votes were cast; but after business hours the 
people gathered in quickly, and the narrow 
limits of Morton Hall, 8 East Fifty-ninth-street, 
were crowded, Mr, Charles a. Hess led the 
“boys,” and Mr, John F. Plummer and 
Mr. A. R. Whitney led the opposition. 
Ernest H. Crosby ¢ame; down from Albany to 
vote. He is belioved to have cast his ballot for 
Mr. Hess’s side, as did Theodore Roosevelt in 
the afternoon. It was after 11 when the count 
was finished, and to the surprise and dismay of 
= Hess party the Whitney ticket won by 37 
votes. $

RAILWAY MANAGHMENT. 


THE WESTERN MARYLAND. 
BALTIMORE, April 5.—The ordinanee granting 
the Western Maryland Railroad permission to 
to build an independent line to tidewater and 
to construet terminals of its own in the sonth- 


ern section of the city has passed both branches 
of the City Counoll and received the approval 
of the Mayor. 

Hambileton’s circular, after favorably com- 
menting on this action, will say: “This move 
is so eminently important to the Western Mary- 
land Company and advantageous to the city— 
which virtually owns the road—that it is not 
surprising it should have met with almost unt- 
versal approval. The Western Maryland Com- 
pany has been paying the Baltimore and Poto- 
mac and Norther Central Companies for the 
use of tunnels and tracks abut eighty thousand 
dollars per annum, and owing to the enlarged 
business of the company the rentals were stead- 
ily increasing. Independent terminals will, it 
is estimated, result in decreased expenses 
equivalent to the interest on $1,000,000 over 
and above the interest upon the cost of the pro- 
posed improvement, and will enable the eom- 
pany to pay interest on $1,000,000 of the atock 
which the city now has to provide for. With 
the Northern Central under the control of the 
Peunsylvania and the Baltimere and Ohio now 
a New-York line, the Western Maryland is the 
only road which is entirely a local enterprise. 
For which reason, and especially in considera- 
tion of the large interest of the city, the West- 
erm Maryland Company sheuld receive the sup- 
port: of the people of Baltimore and be 
encouraged in its enterprises.”

gampare the fignres of cost, stock, and bonds 
urpished by the ‘‘Soo” officiala with those of 
other Northwestern roads before making a re- 
port te the House.

tt The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, light rains, followed by 
Jair, slightly cooler weather. 








The civil service policy ef President Har- 
RISON has been taking definite shape and 
his proceeding with reference to New-York 
appointments makes it quite clear. His 
dominating purpose is to satisfy the work- 
ing politicians of his party, so far as the 
patronage at his disposal will permit. 
When they are agreed as to what they 
want they can have it, and the President is 
very accommedating in waiting for them to 
come to an agreement. If they have differ- 
ences they are expected to reconcile them. 
The President will take no sides and ac- 
cept no responsibility. The patronage is 
for the politicians, but they must decide 
mpon its division. No doubt is left as to 
who is the *‘boss” of the party in this State. 
The man who knows what he wants and 
insists upon having it with a display ef 
knives protruding from his bootlegs is 
master of the situation, and the heroic de- 
fender who fell outside the ramparts in 
keeping down the prohibition vote is not 
consulted. What he thinks of the appoint- 
ments actual or proposed is not regarded 
because he is sure toacquiesce, while PLATT 
must be placated or there will be trouble. 
Trouble with the politicians is what the 
President is anxious to avoid, and he 
assumes that if they are satisfied nobody 
else will “kick.” The spirit of independ- 
ence and reform is assumed to be dead, and 
the policy of party spoils is again in the 
ascendant. It was what was to be expected 
and what the people who helped to elect 
Mr. HARRISON voted for. 








On Tuesday last the Tribune turned from 
its denunciation of tariffi-aided combina- 
tions to the more congenial task of assuring 
its readers that consumers do not suffer 
by reason of high duties. A few days 
earlier it had said: 

“ The disposition to defeat the tariff by com- 
binations of producers who are benefited dy it 
is one whieh should be met without compromise 
ormerey. The people have not upheld the 


principles of protection for the purpose of g¢iv- 
ing great fortunes to a few favered individuals.” 


The first chosen duty on Tuesday for pur- 
poses of illustration was that which is im- 
posed on lumber, and special reference was 
made to the lumber produced on the Pacific 
coast. Said the Tribune: 

“It must perforce be concluded that Ameri- 
ean consumers 40 not pay any intolerable tax 
om their lumber.” 

And.yet.the Zribune published a few 





months ago the following in a dispatch 


from its correspondent in San Francisco: ° 

“The Pine Lumber Peo! has succeeded during 
the past year in advancing the prices of Jumber 
$12 to $15 per 1,000 feet, on the ground ef 
high shipping rates and increased wages. The 
grounds for the advance are trivial, as the 
wages of the men are only $5 more per month, 
and the running expenses of the vessels are 
no greater. The Pool, which has adopted all 
the methods of newly-invented Trusts, has 
simply made the people of California pay about 
$1,500,000 inte its pocket. It centrols ships 
and mills and regulates the prices of pine lum- 
ber to suit itself,” 

The manufacturers in this Pool had just 
sent to Congress a protest against a reduc- 
tion of the duty on lumber, asserting that 
they would suffer great injury if the lumber 
of British Columbia should be admitted 
free. Will the Tribune now say that they 
sheuld be described, in its own words, as 
**men who abuse oppertunities granted for 
the public benefit and strive to turn them 
into instruments of private greed ”? 








Although like many other stories from 
Ktrica the late report that STANLEY and 
EMIN are marching to Zanzibar, accom- 
panied by several thousand men, women, 
and children, may preve erroneous, yet it 
tallies remarkably with STANLEY’S own let- 
ter. He wrote that EMIN said he had been 
“led to think it best that we should retire 
from here.” One of the objections he ex- 
pressed to doing so was that he had perhaps 
ten thousand people, and hardly knew how 
to get them away, taking into consideration 
the questions both of transportation and 
food. STANLEY had argued, however, that 
the women could walk, and that the thou- 
sands of cattle possessed by EMIN and by 
them could be driven along and furnish 
meat enough, while grain and veg- 
etables could be got on the way. Such 
@ march was an enormous responsibility 
to assume, considering the number of wo- 
men and children, but in STANLEY the 
Pasha had perhaps the best man in the 
world for a coadjutor, and one whose in- 
domitable energy and skill would be com- 
pletely enlisted to prove that his advice 
was sound. As for Emr’s “6,000 tusks of 
ivory,” it represents the accumulations of 
years. Thus, although there are very 
serious difficulties connected with the dates 
and places mentioned in this current report, 
there is nething improbable in the general 
assertion that after STANLEY rejoined 
EMIN they started with all their people and 
property for the Zanzibar coast. 





At every stage the Boulanger ‘‘ boom” has 
been unintelligible outside of France, and 
even in France the popularity of the Gen- 
eral has been a puzzle. This fact makes 
any prediction abeut the future rather 
hazardous. Otherwise it would seem clear 
enough that the here who has figured for 
several years as the possible ‘man on horse- 
back” of the French Republic has incurted 
the proverbial fate of the mounted men- 
dicant. It is impossible to put forward any 
version of his flight to Brussels which 
effectually disguises the fact that he has run 
away to avoid a trial that might result in 
his imprisonment. It is easy to understand 
the importance of the part he played as a 
political convenience to royalists of all 
shades and the necessity they are under of 
finding some stalking horse for their de- 
signs. But in order to play the part of a 
royalist stalking horse successfully it is 
necessary that a Frenchman should have 
some positive political backing ef his own. 
Gen. BOULANGER undoubtedly had this, 
however incomprehensible the fact may be, 
and it seems both impossible that he 
should have retained it and unlikely that 
anybody should succeed him who has the 
same advantage as a railying point for the 
opposition to the republic. 








COLLECTOR AND POSTMASTER. 
No fault is likely to be found with the 
appointment of Col. Jorn B. ERHARDT to 
be Collector of the Port of New-York, for, 
although the Custom House here is the 
most important business establishment con- 
nected with the Federal service, it has 
never been put upon a business basis and 
run on business principles. Judge ROBERT- 
SON was made Collector in 1881, at the 
behest of Mr. BLarne, for political reasons: 
only. Being an able and honest man, he 
made as good a Collector, perbaps, as the 

system under which he worked would per- 

mit, but there was too much politics in his 
management of the office to give him any 

claim to continue in it under a change of 

Administration. When President CLEVE- 
LAND refused to recognize the political 

claims of the late Husperr O. THOMP- 

SON, he is said to have desired to appoint a 

good business man and was induced to be- 

lieve that Epwarp L. HEDDEN would meet 

the requirements. Mr. HEDDEN proved to 

be a pretty poor specimen of the business 
man in office and a particularly worthless 

kind of politician. Mr. MAGONE was se- 
lected rather as a prominent Democrat who 
was not identified with either of the local 
factions than as a practical man of business 
or as an able organizer and manager in 
anything but politics. It cannot be claimed 
that he has taken the Custom House out of 
party politics and made it a specially effi- 
cient agency in the transaction of the Gov- 
erument’s businessin collecting the revenues 
at this port. Therefore it is not likely that 
any protest will be made because his success- 
or is more of a politician than business man. 
He is no more so than his predecessors have 
been, and there is every reason to believe 
that he will make as good a Collector as 
any of them. 

With the Post Office of this city the mat- 

ter is very different. It was reported that 
President HAkRISON and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral WANAMAKER objected to the favorite 
candidate of the politicians for Postmaster, 
Mr. CORNELIUS VAN CoTtT, on the ground 
that he was not a business man. They 
have evidently come to see that that was 
an unreasonable objection. If a change 
was to be made in the oftice, they had no 
use for a business men, What was wanted 
was a@ politician. Otherwise no excuse 
could be given for making the change, 
There was no rational ground for seeking 
@ business man for the Post Office unless it 
was that he would be expected to conduct 
it on business principles as an estab- 
lishment for the collection and distribution

Office business in thiscountry. He is a man 
who has made a business of the postal serv- 
ice all his life, has been brought up and 
trained in it, and understands it from top 
to bottom. A capable and experienced dry 
' goods merchant or a successful manufact- 
urer might not be able to conduct the Post 
Office business with success, but a trained 
and.experienced Postmaster who has been 
doing it for eight years would be sure to do 
80. , 

If there was any ground fora change it 
was a political ground, and if a change was 
to be made a politician was wanted to take 
charge of the office and not a business 
man. Suppose adry goods merchant, for 
instance, had been selected for the posi- 
tion of Postmaster. If the business was to 
go on without serious interruption or dis- 
turbance it would be because the trained 
and experienced force of subordinates was 
retained to do the werk which they were 
accustomed to do. The expert super- 
vision and the discipline of a recog- 
nized master of the business would 
be wanting, but a capable and energetic 
man would gather experience and manage 
to keep up a fair degree of efficiency. But 
no excuse for the change could be given. 
If the business man was expected to make 
changes for political reasons he would 
probably make a mess of it, the service 
would be impaired, and he would turn out 
to be a poor politician and fail to give sat- 
isfaction either to the ‘‘ bosses” or the 
“boys.” 

The political leaders were right about it. 
If a change was to be made it was for the 
purpose of putting the Post Office into pol- 
itics again, and the man to be put in charge 
of it should be a practical ‘politician. Mr. 
Van Cort is just the kind of a man that is 
wanted in the place. He has been a “boy” 
himself; he has been a district leader and 
knows how to run the machine. He has 
been a Fire Commissioner and knows all 
about the distribution of patronage for 
the satisfaction of party “claims.” Of 
course, he will have to let the subordinates 
do the work, as any new man would, but 
when it comes to making changes, to filling 
places, and all that, with an eye to the good 
of the party, he will have the skill of an 
expert politician in accomplishing the pur- 
pose. He knows about party services and 
the way of rewarding them. If the Post 
Office was to continue to be conducted on 
business principles Mr. PEARSON would 
obviously have been the man to conduct it. 
If it was to be converted into a political 
machine we know of ne better man than 
Van Cott to take chargeof it. He will 
make a very poor Postmaster andthe de- 
terioration of the service is inevitable; but 
the Administration is consistent; we know 
where to find it. Thereis no civil service 
reform “nonsense” aboutit. Any pretense 
on that score hereafter can only excite 
laughter. 








IS THERE A BEEF “COMBINE”? 
Three or four years ago the owners of the 
great cattle ranches of the far West began 
to complain of the exactions of the slaugh- 
terers and shippersin Chicago and Kansas 
City. They held conventions and by united 
action sought to obtain better terms from 
these buyers of cattle. Some of the cattle 
growers of the Northwest even made a Trust 
and took into it one of the offending slaugh- 
terers, with his plant, expecting that in 
this way they could defy an alleged com- 
bination of buyers and take for themselves 
a part of the middleman’s profits. The 
Trust soon went to pieces and the Chicago 
slaughterer who had entered it is said to 
have emerged trom the ruins with all the 
assets in his possession. Thereafter the 
ranchmen continued to denounce the buy- 
ers and slaughterers, but were unable to 
better their condition. These were the 
early manifestations of hostility toward the 
slaughterers, and they were caused by a be- 
lief that the four leading firmsin the busi- 
ness were acting in combination to depress 
the price of Western cattle while they main- 
tained the price of beef to the consumer. 
The movement at the present time for the 
suppression of the dressed beef trade has 
for its object the discomfiture of the same 
slaughterers and shippers—the firms of AR- 
MOUR, SWIFT, HAMMOND, and Morris—but 
it derives its force from the action of local 
butchers in all parts of the country and of 
the farmers whose aid these butchers have 
procured, rather than from the hostility of 
the cattle growers of the plains. It was 
intended that at the convention in St. 
Leéuis last November the ranchmen should 
unite with the butchers in urging the pass- 
sage of inspection laws in all the States, 
but many of the cattle growers of the plains 
became convinced that they could not af- 
ford to attack the slaughterers in this way, 
and the scheme is substantially the work 
ef the Butchers’ National Protective Union 
and ef the farmers of the West, while many 
farmers in the East have given it their sup- 
port. 

We have heretofore discussed some of the 
features of this movement, among them the 
pretense that dressed beef breught from 
the West is diseased. It may be interesting 
to inquire whether there is at present a 
combination of the great slaughterers and 
shippers who are engaged in the dressed- 
beef trade. The slaughterers themselves 
declare that there is no combination, aud 
deny that they do business under the terms 
of any agreement. The supporters of the 
sanitary inspection bills assert that a ‘* com- 
bine” exists, but their chief object is to 
exclude Western dressed beef, whether it 
be shipped by a ring or by competing 
slaughterers. The cattle growers of the 
plains persist in saying that there is a com- 
bination, and that they suffer from its ex- 
actions. That there was a combination 
} some years ago appears to be proved. Like 
certain other combinations, it was _Bus- 
tained and made profitable by iniquitous 
bargains with the trunk railway lines. Mr. 
. Hupson saysin his book, “The Railways 
and the Republic”: 

*A notorious case of individual discrimina- 
tion arose under the operation of the trunk 
line pool on live stevk, in the rebate given to 
‘the Chicago ‘eveners.’- Between 1875 and 
1879 the trumk lines carrying live stock from 
Chivago to the East paid a single firm: a rebate 
of $15 on every cur of live stock shipped to the 
East. Tho consideration for which this favor 





torming the live atock pool; that is, if. ono road 





was granted. was that the firm undertook to. 
‘even up’ the percentages of the various lincs 
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obtained, under the ordinary workings of the 
pool, less than its allotted percentages of the 
traffie, the firm was to ship.enough stock over 
its line to restore the balance. A concern with 
an assured advantage over all competitors of 
$15 per car on a business of some hundreds of 
cars @ week might well undertake to perform 
this service. Itis clearly shown that this firm 
for a long time enjoyed an advantage over its 
competiters that no energy or economy of 
theirs could overcome. Ifthe trade was pros- 
perous the favored firm made $15 per car 
more than its rivals; if the trade was unprofita- 
ble it lost $15 per ear less than they. Not onl 
80, but it had the enormous advantage of 
collecting the same tax on every car of live 
stock that was shipped by its rivals, In short, 
it was assured by the combined power of the 
trunk line pool an advantage which’ in the 
course of a year or two would guarantee it 
great wealth; and on the most charitable ex- 
planation of the agreement that wealth was 
given to it by the railways outof the higher 
rates which they were enabled to levy onits 
competitors by the pooling eombination, of 
which it acted as an agent, It is to the credit 
of the trunk line pool that it abolished this ont- 
rage upon justice and travesty upon business 
principles in 1879, but not until this profitable 
royalty upon the live stock transactions of the 
country had raised the favored firm to acom- 
manding place in that trade.” 

It is our impression that the Association 
of Eveners represented or enriched three or 
four firms, instead of only one, and that the 
foundations of the wealth of the four great 
firms now doing business were laid by its 
action. At all events, however, this rebate 
affected only the transportation of live 
stock, in the days before the trade in dressed 
beef was established, and it is said to have 
been discontinued in 1879. It has not been 
shown that the “big four’ are now enjoy- 
ing the benefits of discrimination in freight 
rates. Unjust discrimination is forbidden 
by the new Federal law, and both the com- 
panies that grant such favors and the ship- 
pers that receive them may be prosecuted 
and upon conviction imprisoned for diso- 
beying the law. 

We do not know that it is charged that 
the combination, if there be one, is enabled 
by the railroads to suppress competition. 
But the concurrent testimony of many 
ranchmen on the plains indicates that the 
four firms do depress the price of cattle by 
secret agreement. The complaint is made 
that the buying of cattle by their agents 
is pot marked by competition. A ranchman 
who desires to sella herd of cattleis said 
to be compelled to accept a ring price or to 
run the risk of considerable less. The four 
firms deny that there is any combination 
with respect to the buying of cattle. The 
cattle growers assert that by means of a 
combination the price of cattle has been 
greatly reduced in the last five years, The 
slaughterers reply that the decline in prices 
has been caused by overproduction and by 
the improvidence and baa methods of pro- 
ducers. This side of the question affects 
the ranchmen rather than the butchers. 

The butchers complain that the purchase 
of cattle in Chicago and Kansas City is 
monopolized by the four firms,and these 
reply that they can afford to pay more than 
their small competitors, because they util- 
ize all the waste material, turning it into 
bone dust, glue, fertilizers, &c. These by- 
products are said to increase their profits 
by one or two dollars per head, and the ma- 
jority of the competing slaughterers can- 
not have this advantage. The four firms 
that sell dressed beef also say that on 
account of the saving with respect 
to these by-products they can’ undersell 
local slaughterers in many of the 
Eastern markets. While it is probable 
that the four firms are in accord with re- 
spect to the buying of cattle, itisnot shown 
that they are now aided by the railroads, as 
some of them werea few years ago. It may 
be that in supplying Eastern markets they 
are governed by some understanding as to 
prices or a division of territory. All the 
proof that can be.obtained as tothe sup- 
pression of cempetition by them in any 
branch of the industry should be procured 
by the official investigation for which 
provision has been made, but if it should 
be shown conclusively that they are in 
combination, the proof of this would not 
warrant the enactment of the sham sani- 
tary inspection bills now pending in several 
Legislatures. 








BEHRING SEA POLICY. 


The suggestion that the true solution of 
the seal-fishery dispute is to be found in 
trying to: procure, not the acceptance by 
other nations of our geographical claims 
under the Russian cession, but their assent 
to our policing of Behring Sea in the com- 
mon interest, is not anew one. The whole 
difficulty has come up during the last five 
years. Before that time the exclusive 
rights granted to the Alaska Commercial 
Company, the lessees of the Pribylov Isl- 
ands, had been generally respected by 
British Columbia. But for several seasons 
private sealers from Victoria, as well as 
from San Francisco and other ports of the 
United States, have sought to kill seals in 
Behring Sea. The ground taken was that, 
while our Government could control the 
seal islands and the waters within a marine 
league from the shore, it could not law- 
fully Gontrol the sea scores and hundreds 
of miles from land, where, nevertheless, it 
has made arrests and seizures. 

Perceiving that the complete marine 
jurisdiction over the large part of Behring 
Sea transferred to us. by the treaty of 
March 30, 1867, might be disputed by for- 
eign nations, Secretary BAYARD, as long 
ago as Aug. 19, 1887, adopted a different 
plan. He sent identical instructions to our 
diplomatic representatives in six maritime 
countries, asking international co-operation 
to prevent the citizens of those countries, 
and of our own, ‘“‘from killing seal in 
Behring Sea at such times and places and 
by such methods as at present are pursued, 
and which thréaten the speedy extermina- 
tion of those animals and consequent seri- 
ous loss to mankind.” In this dispatch Mr. 
BAYARD expressly refrained from claiming 
the exceptional marine jurisdiction to 
which he believed the Government to be 
entitled. The ground on which he pre- 
ferred to rest was that the indiscriminate 
killing of seals had practically extermi- 
nated them in many parts of the world, and 
would cértainly do so in Behring Sea, by 
breaking up their habitual resorts and per- 
mitting them to be slaughtered without 
regard to seasons or to age and sex. 

The correspondence in the State Depart- 
mefit shows that in no case was there a re- 
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fusal to entertain the proposition, while in 
several instances there was an expressed 
willingness to enter into the arrangement 
proposed, Russia was, of course, interested 
in the matter, since she adopts the same 
system of exclusive leasing of seal roeker- 
ies in the western part of Behring Sea 
which we adopt in the eastern. The 
Russian forcign Minister declared that his 
Government concurred entirely in the views 
of our own, and that the well-being of the 
people of the northeastern part of Siberia. 
depended upon the protection o 
the fur seal. The replies of France and 
Sweden were that, although their citizens 
were not engaged in seal fishing, the pro- 
posal deserved the concurrence of the na- 
tions immediately interested. Sweden de- 
sired the privilege of hereafter joining in 
any arrangements that might be made, 
while France wished in any event te confer 
with our Government on the subject. Japan 
not only expressed her anxiety to join in 
such a project, but sent a subsequent in- 
quiry as to when eur Government would be 
ready to disclose its plan. Even England, 
through Lord Satispury, “promptly ac- 
quiescéd,” as Minister PHELPS wrote, to Mr. 
BAYARD’ s propogal. Early inthe year 1888 
the British Government specifically as- 
sented to establishing ‘‘a close time for fur 
seals” between April 15 and Nov. 1 of each 
year, and between 160 degrees west and 
170 degrees east longitude. It was also 
ready to join in instructions for the employ- 
ment of Government vessels in* policing 
this region. Subsequently the failure of 
the treaty of Washington and the pressing 
of the Canadian claims fer damages for capt- 
ured British Columbia sealers broke up the 
propesed arrangement, which also perhaps 
might not have turned out as well as it 
promised. : 

It is clear, however, that in these negotia- 
tions a method had been indicated fer the 
preservation of the seal from destruction. 
The testimony is overwhelming that the 
practice ef killing the animals with fire- 
arms in the open sea, while going to and fro 
from their habitual resorts, is most wasteful 
and ought not to be permitted. This our 
Government now forbids. As for the seal 
islands on which the animals are killed in 
restricted numbers, by authorized persons, 
at a specified season and with due regard to 
sex and age, these are now owned by our 
Government. A broad-minded and common- 
sense view of the matter by foreign nations 
would permit our Government to lay dewn 
the required rules, sustaining the expense 
of enforcing them, and trusting for its reim- 
bursement to the rental and royalties of the 
The 
policing of Behring Sea for this single pur- 
pose would then be under regulations con- 
curred in by ail the nations interested in it. 








CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT. 
Prince MILAN, lately King of Servia, is 


"certainly not an exemplary person in his 


private, and perhaps not in his public, 
capacity, But it seems that he showed 
good sense in abdicating his office as King 
of Servia. He has been explaining his 
conduct to the Vienna correspondent of the 
London Times, and the gist of the explana- 
tion is that by his abdication he has 
escaped from a position essentially false. 
““I do not believe,” he said, *‘ that constitu- 
tional government can succeed in Servia, 
and. I do not feel that I have in me the stutf 
for a constitutional ruler. I saw that the 
Radicals were gaining the upper hand in 
the constituencies, and I endeavored to 
work with them, but I found itimpossible.” 

There is no doubt—that constitutional 
government, in the modern sense, is the 
greatest political achievement in human 
history, and that in those countries which 
are fitted for it, and in which itis well 
established, it interferes less than any 
other form of government with the progress 
in all directions of the community to which 
itis applied. In its modern and prevailing 
form it is of English origin, and in England 
and among English-speaking peoples its 
success has been very great. But the effort 
to make out that itis a political panacea, 
applicable everywhere, in which the revo- 
lutionists of Continental Europe have en- 
gaged, has met with some saddening dis- 
appointments and is likely to meet with 
more. A Government in which the ulti- 
mate sanction is the will of the people re- 
quires for its success that the judgment of 
the people shall be instructed and that it 
shall be honestly given. That is to say, it 
involyes popular education and popular 
honesty to the extent of a feeling of indi- 
vidual responsibility on the part of the 
voters for the conduct of the State. Neither 
of these conditions exists in Servia, and 
where they are lacking a popular choice ef 
representatives is a farce or worse. 

The late Mr. CARLYLE, in defending 
CROMWELL from the charge of having sup- 
pressed in Ireland the demand for civil and 
religious liberty which he had made in 
England, remarks with his customary geni- 
ality that what is good for men is not nec- 
essarily good for monkeys, or words to that 
effect. It is at least trae that a Govern- 
ment more ‘“‘advanced” than the condition 
of the people on whom it is imposed is like- 
ly to produce quite as mischievous results 
as a Government that the civilization of 
the people has outgrown. , There are Gov- 
ernments in Europe which are evidently in 


the latter situation, but this defect 
is one that tends to cure it- 
self. A people who are capable of 


self-government will inevitably assert their 
right to it, and the chief reason for fear in 
such a case is the shock to the social sys- 
tem, that is proportioned to the resistance 
offered to the popular demand. ‘There are 
Governments, bothin and out of Europe, 
that fail for the opposite reason of assum- 
ing a greater degree of political capacity 
for their subjects than these in fact possess. 
MaAcAULAY’S familiar remark that “there 
is only one.cure far the evils whieh newly- 


_ acquired freedom produces, and that cure 


is freedom,” is by no means universally true. 
The Haytian Republic, for example, is but'a 
few years younger than thé United States. 
With a few episodical intervals of empire, 
it has lasted long enough to cure the evils 
of newly-acquired freedom, yet they are so 
far from being cured that Hayti is in every 
respect worse off than it, was a century 
ago, and it is reverting every year more 
nearly to the condition ofan African tribe. 
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The most formidable of our own political 
dangers at present is the growth of a Hayti 
in the Southern States. That danger has 
been averted heretofore by the avowed 
determination of the Southern whites to 
rule without reference to the blacks, whose 
legal right to take part in the Government 
is as clear as theirown. This is of course 
in itself a serious evil, however much 
less an evil it may be than that 
which it prevents. If the “solid 
South” is broken and the whites divid- 
ed upon the issue of protection,.one of 
the first consequences will be the discovery 
by the black voters that a vote has a com- 
mercial value. Hayti itself cannot furnish 
@ more grotesque travesty upon popular 
government than a community in which 
blaek “floaters” are controlled by white 
demagogues. The imposition of a property 
qualification and an educational qualifica- 
tion in the South, applicable to whites and 
blacks alike, would probably avert this 
danger. But in order that it should be 
averted, we must recognize that popular 
government is neither a panacea nor a 
fetish, but a political device the value of 
which depends upon the conditions under 
which it is employed. 





The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
longevity pay case of Capt. M. F. Watson 
has been promptly followed by a ruling of 
Second Auditor Day which is of great im- 
portance to army officers and their repre- 
sentatives. It will be remembered that 
while Capt. Watson gained a victory in 
the Court of Claims, which was confirmed 
on an appeal, its practical fruits were great- 
ly diminished by the interposition of the 
Statute of Limitations. Hence, while it was 
held that his service as a cadet at West 
Point must be computed in reckoning his 
longevity pay, he really received only 
about one-tenth of his claim, the rest being 
barred by the Statute of Limitations. The 
ruling of the Second Auditor in a case 
brought by the representatives of Gen. 
GRANT is‘that the Statute of Limitations 
does not run against claims brought before 
the Treasury accounting officers. Accord- 
ingly, those who bring their claims for lon- 
gevity pay on account of cadet service be- 
fore these officers will get the full amount. 
It is estimated that fully a million and a 
half dollars will be required to meet such 
claims, and thus one more is added to the 
windfalls that have come of late to army 
and navy officers through legal decisions. 











The proclamation declaring that the 
Oklahoma lands will be open to settlement 


on the 22d of this month has been prompily | 


followed by the appointment of a commis- 
sion to arrange for the acquisition of full 
right to certain Cherokee lands, as provided 
for by Congress. This last is an almost 
necessary corollary of the other action, and 
in the opinion of some people the purchase 
of the Cherokee lands should have been 
assured first. But the long postponement 
in regard to Oklahoma had culminated in 
a popular impatience difficult to restrain, 
and it was thought wise to interpose no 
more delay than was absolutely necessary. 
As the region now opened, however, is in 
the heart of the Indian Territory, it has 
become all the more necessary to arrange 
for such free access to it and such further 
purchases as will prevent any danger of 
race conflicts. The acquisition of the 
Cherokee rights, like that of the rights to 
the old Creek and Seminole lands, is a very 
important piece of negotiation, probably 
involying millions of dollars as well as a 
peaceful rearrangement of the Indian Ter- 
ritory.

VON BULOW’S RECITALS. 

The last of the recitals of Dr, von Biilow’s 
Beethoven oycius was giv en at the Broadway 
Theatre yesterday afternoon. There was no 
diminution in the size of the audience, nor in 
the interest shown in the afternoon’s work. 
This is a tribute to the hearers as well as to the 
player, forit argues their possession of high 
musieal taste. Indeed, it goes even further in 
one direction, and bespeaks the presence of no 
small amount of patience. There were but four 
numbers on the programme yesterday, and two 
of them were of great lenztn. 

Of these two the chief one was the great 
sonata in B major, Opus 106, ef which the last 
movementis so involved and obscure in the-. 
Matic design that it seems to transcend the 
true domain of music and enter what might be 
called a tield of melodic speculation. It ia un- 
questionably very difficult for beth player and 
hearer, and the results cannot be considered as 
satisfactory as those of the three sonatas num- 
bered 109, 110, and 111. Dr. von Biilow’s per- 
formance of the work was noble; it was beyend 
any possible description that would not reaa 
like sheer rhapsody. It is evident, too, that he 
has a high regard for the lofty and Delphic ut- 
terances of the last movement, for he repeated 
nearly the whole of it in response to the warm 
applaase of his nearers. F 

‘fhe other numbers on the programme were 
sonata in A major, Opus 101, the 33 variations 
on a Waltz by Anton Diabelli, and the delight- 
fully genial rondo a capriccio. Opus 129, called 
“The Anger Over a Lost Dime.” Dr. von 
Billow has written a very interesting pro- 
gramme for the variations, whieh is here given 
for the benefit of those who may not be ac- 
quainted with it:

WASHINGTON S LETTEBS. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As the one hundredth anniversary ef the first 
inauguration of Washington draws near, everything 
relating to him excites interest.

With ordinary care these can be reproduced with- 


out mistakes, but in the March number of the 
Magazine of American History a series of letters 
from Washington to Sir John Sinciair is printed 
which calls for some notice. The editer of the 
Inagazine says: 

“These valuable letters, carefully copied from 
the originals in the British Museum by Mr. Will- 
iam Henry Smith, are well known in some of our 
leading libraries, a few copies having been private- 
y printed an< presented to them by the Hon. J. 

arson Brevoort some years ago.” 

As I have never seen acepy printed by Mr. Bre- 
voort, I cannot say whether they are accurate 
copies of the originals or not; but I can say that as 
they appearin the Magazine of American History 
they are far from accurate. There are eight letters, 
and as they sppear in the magazine they contain 85 
inaceuracies, Which exhibit gross carelessness some- 
where. One example will suffice. In the letter 
dated July 15, 1797, the third paragraph begins: 
“Twill keep one copy of this work myself, and 
shall [read] it, I am sare, with pleasure.” By print- 
ing the werd read in brackets, the Magazine of 
American History creates the impression that the 
word was omitted in the original, which is not the 
ease. Who is responsible for these inaccuracies? I 
leave others to explain. ISAAC CRAIG.

THE SEEDING OF WHEAT. 

St. PAUL, Minn., April 5.—With the exception 
of a heavy -windstorm Saturday the weather 
has been good for wheat seeding in the North- 
west. That sterm was the most severe ever 
known in some parts of Dakota. The wind un- 
fortunately blew hardestin sections least able 
to bearit. That partof Dakota has been for «4 
long time without moisture of practical im- 
portance. The ground was little more than a 
blanket of dust where it had been worked in 
putting in seed. The driving wind literally 
blew it away and much of the seed with it. 

Avery large area, reaching, say, a hundred 
miles each way, has been heard from where it is 
said the seeded fields will need replanting. ft 
runs up and down both sides of the James River 
Valley and along the Red through the vicinity 
of Fargo. 

In the southern partof beth Minnesota and 
Dakota, where a smaller percentage of the land 
is used fer wheat growing, most the seeding is 
over, while in the central and northern portions 
there is much to do yet. There is a great de- 
mand for seed in some parts of the northern 
counties. Much of the demand is supplied by 
elevator companies, but as too many of the 
calls are on time notes, with little security, the 
companies find the cuppiying of such wants too 
severe & Strain to be fully met. 

There has been some selling next crop futures 
by Nortwestern farmers in this market, and a 
fair price can now be secured by those who do 
not wish te take chances of a lew range of 
values after harvest time. This is a practice 
thatis growing in favor with farmers, though 
the outcome last year was not so profitable to 
those who sold their cropin May and the early 
Summer as to those who waited until after 
harvest. 








BOOM IN PHOSPHATE LANDS. 

CHARLESTON, §. C., April 5.—There is an un- 
expected boom here in phosphate lands. A 
half dozen or more capitatists from New-York, 
Baltimore, Philadeiphia, and Boston have beer 
in the city for the past six or eight days inquir- 
ine for phosphate lands, aud within the past 
week three tracts, averaging from 300 to 400 
aeres each, have been sold at prices ranging 
trom $60,000 to $70,000. 

The sales have made the land owners stiff, 
and prices have gone steadily up. Land which 
six months ago might have been purchased at 
$30 an acre is now held at from $200 to $300 
an acre, and the holders are reluctant to sell 
even at theses figures. : 

There are thousands of acres of phosphate 
lands in this section yet undeveleped. ~~ 

There are a number of land companiés lérs, 
but they seldom mine Delow six feet, and most 
‘of this territory has been occupied, It seems 
now that there is a demana for phosphate 
jands here, and the prices per acre have ad- 
vanced over 100 per cent. in the last fortnight,

WILLIS AS SURVEYOR 


WHY CERTAIN POLITICIANS 
WANT HIM APPOINTED. 
SCHEMES OF THE BROOKLYN WARE- 
HOUSE TRUST—ALBERT DAGGETT’S 

DISINTERESTED ADVOCACY. 


In view of the possible appofntment of 
Theodore B. Willis of Brooklyn to be Surveyor 
of the Port of New-York, persons who know 
something of the inside workings of Republiean 





which have been pushing him so actively, and 
have formed their own opinions as to what it 
all means. Those opinions are to the effect that 
there is the expectation of money in Mr. Willis’s 
appointment for some persons well, though 
not altogether favorably, known te the publio. 
Mr. Willis does not expect to make money out 
of the Surveyorship beyond his salary of $8,000. 
He has not that kind of areputation. Heis a 
successful hardware merchant, about 33 years 
of age, of good standing in the community, who 
has an ambition to become Mayor of Brooklyn 
by and by. He is now serving his third term 
as Supervisor of the First Ward of Brooklyn, 
and for the last three years he has been Chair- 
man of the Republican Campaign Committee in 
that. city. In 1886 he conducted Gon. B. F. 
Tracy’s unsuccessful campaign against James 
W. Ridgway for the District Attorneyship of 


Kings County. Although Gen, Tracy was de- 
feated, he did not ascribe it to Mr. Willis’s mis- 
management, but rather to his own refusal to 
toliow Mr. Willis’s advice, and he has gaid since 
that he would have been elected if he had 
‘adopted Mr. Willis’s suggestions. Ever since 
that campaign they have been firm friends and 
Gen. Traey undoubtedly has been willing to say 
‘a good word to the President in behalf of his 
young friend. 

Nevertheless, Gen. Tracy will not pretend 
that ne first put Mr. Willis into the raee for the 
Surveyorship. Franklin Woodruff, Chairman of 
the Republican General Committee of Kings 
Oounty, receives that credit, although Edward 
B. Bartlett, Quarantine Commissioner John A. 
Nichols, Albert Daggett, and Miohael J. Dady 
are equally earnest in behalf of Mr. Willis. 
The reasons they give for doing a certain thing 
are not always the reasons which really actuate 
them; so it enly makes people who are “posted” 
Woodruft whisper 
und Mr. Daggett vociferously aseert that Mr. 
Willis ougnt to have the Surveyorship on ace- 
count of his remarkable management of the 
Kings County campaign in 1888. Mr. Daggett 
ought not enly to smile, but to laugh outright 
wher he makes this assertion, for nobedy knows 
better than he that Mr. Willis had no more idea 
about the reali causes of the small plurality for 
Mr. Cleveland in Kings County on the day ef 
the Presidential ejection last November than 
did Col. Elliott F. Shepard or any other good 
man, te whom bad men do not give advance 
information of their naughty deeds. 

Mr. Daggett knows that Senator Quay has al- 
Iuded to Mr. Willis as a * tenderfoot,” and 
would have little to do with him, preterring 
gentlemen like Mr. Daggett himseif and Mr. 
Dady, with whom he felt he could commune 
treely, without the trouble of disguising his pur- 
poses in euphemistic language, a thing which 
senator Quay abhors. None of the large 
amount of mezey which Senator Quay sent to 
Brooklyn on the Sunday before election was 
aistributed by Mr. Willis, nor did he know that 
aDy Was sent to be ased to trausfer Democratic 
votes to Harrison, Senator Quay preferring to 
trust Mr. Daay, John J.'O’Brien, and John Y. 
McKane and to keep Mr. Willis in ignorance, 
Perhaps he believed that Mr. Willis weuid be 
shocked, and would decline to have anytaing to 
do with such business. 

Mr. Willis’s management of the Presiaential 
campaign certainly cannot be the reason why 
Mr. Bartlett ana Mr. Woodruff and Mr. Daggett 
and their ailies are now advocating his a 
pointment te the Surveyorsbip, for Mr. Willis 
himself says that their ‘‘boss,” Thomas 0. 
Platt, premised him the plaee before election, 
centingent, of course, upon Gen. Harrison’s 
success; but, curiously enough, a few days 
ago, he suspected that Mr. Platt had grown 
cold tewara him, and was looking kindly on 
somebody else. It is understood, however, 
that Mr. Willis no longer entertains these sus- 
picions, Mr. Edward B. Bartlett having assured 
him that Mr. Platt was ‘‘all rignt.” r. Bart- 
lett and Mr. Platt have been the warmest of 
friends for many years. They are reputed to 
have made money out of the rag-disinfecting 
business, when the hapless ng ceo were at 
their mercy, on account of Mr. Platt’s place at 
the head of the Quarantine Commission, and 
Mr. Platt will not “go back” upon any one 
whom Mr. Bartlett wants for Surveyor. 

Why does Mr. Bartlett want Mr. Willis to be 
Surveyor, and what have Franklin Woodruff 
and the test to do withit? Well, Mr. Bartlett 
is pre-eminently a business man and so is Mr. 
Woodruff, to say nothing of Mr. Daggett. Mr. 
Bartlett is the owner of the bonded warehouses 
in Brooklyn known as the Bartlett Stores; Mr. 
Woodruff owns the Woodruff Stores, and they 
and several other gentiemen who own stores on 
the Brooklyn water front are members of the 
Empire Warehouse Company, which eontrols 
alltbe bonded warebhousesin Brooklyn except 
the Martin Stores. Mr. Bartlett is President of 
this Warebouse Trust, as people unkindly per- 
sist in calling it. Uniuekily for its originators 
the Warehouse Trust has not put into their 
pockets as much money as they would like, and 
what would be more natural than a‘desire to 
have a friendly Surveyor appeinted who woulda 
uot scrutinize too clesely their endeavors to 
wake the Custom House an aid to their pros- 
perity ? 

The Surveyor is the executive of the Cus- 
tom Hoeuse. His officers take possession of in- 
coming vessels, and under their supervision 
and direction dutiable merchandise is distrib- 
uted or disposed of in accordance with the eus- 
toms laws. All the weighing, gauging, and 
measuring is done by the Surveyor’s depart- 
ment, and the inspectors, weighers, gaugers, 
and measurers can conduct themeelves so that 
the owners of the bonded warehouses ¢an have 
more or less storage, and consequently more or 
less profit. For instance, there is what is called 
the “lay order,” which means that under cer- 
tain circumstances merchandise may lis en the 
wharf for 48 heurs after the arrival of the 
vessel. During this time the vessel and its 
cargo are in charge of the Surveyor, and it 
would be an easy thing for friendly subor- 
dinates in that office to play inte the hands of 
the warehouse owners so that delays would 
take — and the cargo be kept on the wharf 
for 48 hours, n0 Matter how much the import- 
ers might desire to eseape this expense. 

But the principal thing that a Warehouse 
Trust would like is an alteration in the 
customs laws so that duties will be reck- 
oned, nat on the amount of merchandise which 
is landed, but on the amount which actually 
goes into consumption. In many kinds of mer- 
chandise, sugar especially, there is a@ great 
Waste or shrinkage by reason of handling and 
storing. Mr. Bartiest and Mr. Woodruff believe 
that importers now keep their goods in the for- 
eign countries where they are produced until 
the last possible hour in order that storage 
here may be saved. But if importers were 
obliged merely to pay duties on the amount and 
value of the goods when they leave the store- 
houses storage would become popular and the 
trust would make meney. : 

Strange as it may seem to innocent Repnblic- 
ans, who were taught during the campaign that 
Mr. Cleveland never lost sight ef an opportu- 
nity to injure American industries and help 
British producers, his Administration did not 
favor this project, taking the eharacteristic 
Cleveland ground tbat tariff laws, like all other 
laws, were to be enforced and not evaded, and 
that the intentof these laws was that duties 
should be levied on merchandise at the time it 
was landed. So disgusted were Mr. Bartlett and 
Mr. Woodruff that they had a bill introduced in 
the Republican Senate declaring the law to be 
What they desire, and it is said that they got so 
Stalwart @ champion of protection as Senator 
Allison to take a favorable view of the scheme. 
But in the burry of the final session of Congress 
the bill did not come up for consideration, and 
in order to become a law it will have te be 
reintroduced when Congress meets again next 
December. It might not be necessary to have 
a law passed, however,in order to carry out 

this joeasure of * tariff reform,” as preached for 
the benelit of their own pockets by mem- 
bers of a Warehouse Trust. A Secretary of the 
Treasury has great discretionary powers in in- 
terpreting tariff laws. Perhaps a ruling by Mr. 
Windom might be all that would be necessary, 
and a friendly Collector and Surveyor would be 
handy to have,if sueh a project were to be 
pushed. The Surveyor especially ought to have 
Kreat Weicht, for his department deais with the 
ascertainment of the vaiues ana amounts of im- 
portations, aud a statement by him that the 
only fair basis of collection isa the quantity 
which goes into consumption would be likely to 
have great influence with the Sevretary of the 
Treasury, or with Congress, if it should be peo- 
essary to try and pass a bill. 

Mr. Daggett’s anxiety for the appointment of 
Mr. Willis is fully as disinterested as the anx- 
iety of bis fellow-patriots, and no more se. He 
does not care Wuch for the emoluments of a 
Warehouse Trust unless hecan *‘ wake a dojlar” 
too, and he believes that they cau all flourish 
Aogether if thins are rightly workea. Mr Dag- 
geti’s strong point is asa weigher. He does 
not care for a Custom House appointment under 
Mr. Willis or any otber Surveyor. What he 
wants is a contract such as he got in 1880 when 
John Sherman was Secretary of ‘the Treas- 


ury. During Mr. MHayes’s Administra- 
tion «the §= Republican politicians were 
just as hungry for “fat” as they are 


now. They suceéeded in making Gon. Gra- 
ham, who was then Surveyor, believe that the 
weighing ought to be done by contract, and 
bids were advertised for, and in January, 1878, 
Sdlomon Spitzer was declared to be ihe suc- 
cessful bidder. Mr. Spitzer offered to do the 
work for $75,000 a year. Otber good Repub- 
licans made bids—Bernard F. Biglin and his 
brother, $80,000, and Mr. Daggett, $109,200. 
Mr. Spitzer, it soon appeared, had made mis- 
esloulations, and in a little more than a year 
he threw up his contract. Then Mr. Daggett’s 
genius displayed itself. By carefully examin- 
ing the causes of Mr. Spitzer's failure he dis- 
covered how the business could be done with 
profit to himself svithout the public or the 
Government ‘ catehipg on.” e devised a 
scheme, and got the Surveyor to adopt it, by 
hich the weighing bosiness was divided 
and seperate bids were to be. made for 
the @ifferent kinde of work. His theory 
nrbalanced 


bids” for |e ges and grading contracts in this 
city, by which some gentlemen have done well 
in the past. Mr, Daggett, having ascertained 
the cemparative “richness” of the different 
kinds of work, bid so that he got ali the good 
things at high prices, ana his firm, Daggett, 
Hurley & Smith, are reported to have made 
$75,000 a year while the contract lasted. It 
was probably the best thing Mr. Daggett ever 
had, and he naturally would like to try snother 
contract and make it equally remunerative. 
That explains why he wants:to see Mr. Willis 
in the Surveyor’s office, 

The system in vogue under the odious Demo- 
cratic administration has reduced the expenses 
of the Surveyor’s department, to. say nothing 
of the other departments of the Custom House, 
abeut one-third, as Mr. Willis will find if he is 
apvemeen Surveyor, and makes 4 comparisen 
of the condition of the office now and what it 
was in 1885, when Mr. Beattie, the present 
Surveyor, went in. He will find, too, that the 
weighing service was never so expensive and 
poor as it was when Daggett, Hurley & 
Smith were doing it by contract. Since tho 
present Surveyor came in the number of 
chief welghers, assistant welghers, and fore- 
men has been greatly reduced, and instead of 
some seven hundred laberers, who earned 30 
cents an hour when they worked ana who did 
political dirty work the rest of the time, there 
are now 250 laborers at $15 per week, who per- 
form their duties much more satisfactorily. 
There is not the politics in the Surveyor’s office 
that Mr. Bartlett, Mr. Woodruff, and Mr. Dag- 
Rett would like to see, but there is a good deal 
of efficiency. This isthe reeord of the force 
during the past four years:

Per- 
haps his knowledge of them will make Messrs. 
Bartlett, Woedruff, Daggett, and the rest, in- 
cluding Mr. Platt—less anxious to have him in 
the place. Two kinds of men suit them for pub- 
lic officers—a man who doesn’t know what they 
are after and a man who doesn’t care. In either 
case they encounter no opposition and often- 
times they manage to get help. 








THE VALEYRIE’'S OHALLENGE. 


A COMMITTEE OF THE NEW-YORK YACHT 
CLUB WILL CONSIDER IT. 

The special meeting of the New-York 
Yacht Club held last evening in the clubhouse, 
67 Madison-avenue, to consider the challenge of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron of England4gn behalf 
of the Earl of Dunraven to sail the Valkyrie in 
arace for the America’s Cup, was an unsually 
well-attended one, although it lasted only about 
twenty minutes and resultedin no more deti- 
nite action than the appointment of a Committee 
ef Seven to eonsider the matter and report at 
another special meeting to be held April 11. 

Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry presided. He 
stated briefly the cause for the cali for the 
meeting, and then the communication from 
Secretary Riehard Grant of the Royal Yaclit 
Squadron was read. The communication is to 
the Seeretary of the New-York Yacht Club, and 
is worded as follows: it 

In accordance with your cable of Dec. 12, 1883, to 
Mr. W. York, Secretary of the Koyal Clyde Yacht 
Club, and your letter confirming the same, stating 
that in the event of a challenge for the America’s 
in J the aame terms would be accepted as in the 
Volunteer and Thistle matehes, I have now, on be-

member of the squadron, to claim the right 
of sailing a match for the America’s Cup 
with the yacht Valkyrie against any one yacht 
or vessel constructed in the United States of Amer- 
ica, and I accordingly give you: formal notice of 
challenge, and name Monday, Sept. 30, for the com- 
mencement of the matches. The Valkyrie has been 
constructed at Southampton; she is cutter rigged, 
and her measurement, per the inclosed certified 
ofiicial transcript from the Custom House Register, 
is as follows: 

Length, 85 feet; breadth, 15.9 feet; depth. 11.6. 

I send also a statement of her dimensions by Mr. 
G. L. Watson, her designer, giving, ——_ not 
required by the formalities of the deed of gift, the 
approximate length on the load water line. I shall 
feel obliged by your one me a receipt of the 
challenge, and by letting me havea reply by letter, 
&s soon as the matter has been laid before your 
club. I beg, also, to inclose a copy of a letter I have 
received from the Earl of Dunraven authorizing me 
to forward you this challenge. 

The official transcript of register referred to 
in the communication shows the Valkyrie to be 
a sailing ship, built at Southampten by J. GQ. 
Fay & Co., of one deck, one mast, cutter-rigged, 
semi-elliptic stern, composite framewerk—steel 
frames, woed skin—length from forepart of 
stem under the bowsprit tothe after-side of 
the head of the stern post, 85 feet; main 
breadth te outeide of plank, 15.9 feet; depth of 
hold, from tennage deck to ceiling at midships, 
11.6 feet. 

The letter of the Earl ef Dunraven, which 
accompanied the challenge, is as follows: 


To the Secretary, New-York Yacht Club: 

DEAR SIE: I have requested Capt. Grant, the 
Secretary of the Royal Yacht Squadron, to claim 
the right of a h or series of matohes 
with my yacht, the Valkyrie, for the America’s oy 

The Valkyrie, thongh intended for racing here, is 
designed to come within your seventy-foot olass. 

Capt. Grant has, I understand, sent a formal 
challenge by this mail, but I am writing myself to 
make some suggestions as to conditions of sailing, 
and shall be obliged if. in reply, you will communi- 
cate directly with ms. 

To eliminate, as far as possible, the element of 
chance, I think the contest should be decided by the 
best out of five instead of the best out of three 
races, and I strongly urge this point for the con- 
sideration of your committee. 

The dates te be, if three races, the 30th of Sep- 
tember and the 2d and 4th of October. If five races 
I propose the 30th of September and the lst, 34, 
4th, and 5th of October, but as regards the four 
jater dates I should be glad to consider any sugges. 
tions you may make. 

With regard to courses and length of courses: As 

eneral conclusion was arrived at on both 
of the Atlantic in respect to the last three 
matches that the inside course is unsuitable for a 

r test of the vessels racing [ propose—and in this 
proposition I understand I am supported by the 
opinion of the officers and many members of your 
club—that all the races be held outside, starting 
from the Scotland or the Sandy Hook Lightship. 

The length of the course to be 40 miles. 

With the exception of the 20 miles to windward 
(or leeward) and return race, the courses to be de 
termined and the position of the stakeboats 
marked off on the chart and the compass bearings 
given to each competitor a fortnight before each 
race; the stakeboats to be put out and anchored 
in yooseee an hour before the start; the courses 
to be triangular, square, or in any such varied di- 
rections as will try the vessels’ all-round qualities. 
If five races are fixed I am quite willing tnat one 
of the extra two should be to windward and return. 

The time of starting the races to besuch as to 
meet the convenience of the members of the New- 
York Yacht Club. The start to be made at the pre- 
cise time fixed and under whatever conditions of 
weather may prevail at the moment, a dense fog 
excepted. The time for the completion of the 
matches to be the same asin the other interna- 
tional contests, viz., 61x hours. 

I suggest that a mean of the allowances as found 
by yeurrule andours would be a fair method of 
calculating time allowance in an internatioral con- 
test, but I am ready to accept the New-York Yacht 
Club rule. 

In addition, I would urge that, as in the Volunteer- 
Thistle races, it be agreed that, in the event of an 
accident happening to either of the competitors 
previous to the start, she is to huve sufficient time 
given her to effect revairs. Further, that, should a 
serious accident happen during a race, (that race 
not being the deeiding one,) fair and reasonable 
time shall be given to either yacht to effeet repairs 
before she be called upon to race again. 

I shall be glad to hear from you as to these points, 
and also on any others which may occur to you as 
bearing en the matter.

VERY POOR MARKSMEN. 


TOWA SQUATTERS FIRE. UPON UNITED 

' STATES MARSHALS. 

WEBSTER City, Iowa, April 5.—The river-land 
settlers commenced hostilities in earnest yestor- 
day. A posse of United States Deputy Marshala 
were fired upon whilein aregion known as Hell’s 
Hollow, about sixteen miles southwest of this 
place.’ The settlers were poor marksmen, as no 
Marshals were bit. Eviction preceedings have 
been suspended for the present, but wili be re- 
newed soou and vigerously continued. The set- 
tlers have been organizing ali Winter. They 
have what is kKnuwn as the kiver-Land Settlers 
Union. 

They are armed with Winchestor rifles, and 
induige in target shooting daily, Tbey bave 
BWorn to resist all attempts at eviction, and as 
‘United States Marshals alwaya do their duty 
regardless of consequences, bioodshed seems 
destined to result. Dbeir system of spreading 
news by telephone trom town to town and by 
carriers mounted on fleet hurses 18 well per- 
feoted, Leta Marsbal appear in Webster City 
or Fort Dodge and in an nour or Bo the fact is 
known on every section of river landin Webster 
avd Hamilton Counties, Every mvovemont of 
Marshals 1s Watched by faithiul spies, aud is 
promptly reported, 

Last week anumber of writs were served. 
The Marshals were well warned, and were fre-- 
quentiy mot by squads ef men armed with 
Winebesters who ordered them to desist opera- 
tions and threatened to shoot them down if 
they persisted in their purpose, These men 
were bearly always mounted. 

Yesterday deputies received telegraphic or- 
ders trom Mursnal Desmond at Dubuque to 
continue serving writ’... Seven of them preceed- 
ed at once to the farm of Mr. Blake, near Hills 
Hollow, or wore properly, Biake’s Hollow. That 
part of Hamiiten Vuunty is very rough and 
oovercd with soraggy timber. In early times 
it was a common resort for horse thieves and 
even in recent years they Dave, it is ciuimed, 
Inade it their rendezvous. 

When the Marshals reached this neighborhood 
the river-ianders secreted themselves in the 
timber and opeved fire upon them. The shots 
were at long Trapge, so that the officers, who 
were atmed only with revolvers, could not 
reply. <At firet they were few in number. 
Bilake’s place was reached and no trouble was 
experienced in evicting him. He had received 
noses, and, with the exception of a few pieces 
of machinery, bad meved everything upon un 
adjoining piece of land, ‘The Marshals siarted 
toreturn. They had proceeded about three- 
quarters of a mile acruss the hollow when a 
regular fusiliade of bullets rained about them. 
Nearly 40 shots were fired by the rivor-landers. 
Branches of trees were cut off, and the situa- 
tion looked serious tor a while, but the attack 
s00n closed. . 

The Marshals concluded not to go on with the 
work until reinforcements should arrive and a 
plan of eperation be agreed upon. Then the 
eviction will proceed without delay. The set- 
tiers are determined, and war on a small scale 
will undoubtedly result.

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YOUNG CASSIDY’S CRIME 

SOUGHT 10 FIRE THB CATHO-. 
LIG PROTROIORY. 

MYSTERIOUS BLAZES ABOUT THEINSTITU- 


TION BECAUSE HE AND HIS FATHER 
WERE DISCHARGED. 


The mystery surrounding. the recent fires 
at the Catholic Protectory in Westchester 
County has been cleared by Central Office de- 
tectives under the direction of Inspector 
Byrnes. The fires wore evidently the work of 
a@ vad set ef young men, led by Henry A. Cas- 
sidy, 18 years old, of 417 East One Hundred 
and Forty-first-street. His motive was one of 
revenge, because he was discharged from the 
institution, where he was employed with his 


father. The latter was dismissed because of 
intoxication; the son’s fault was simply impu- 
dence, 

Young Cassidy is under arrest together with 
five companions as follews: Reuben Lewis, 18 
years old, of 142 Ryder-avenus; William H. 
Avery, 19 years, of 141 Ryder-avenue; Edward 
Duer, 19 years, of 2,390 Second-avenue; Ed- 
ward Sawyer, colored, 21 years, of 143 Ryder- 
avenue; John’ H. Hill, 20 years, of 467 East 
One Hundred and Ferty-second-street. To-day 
the six prisoners will be transferred from head- 
Sota to the custody of the authorities of 
hite Plains. 

The first fire of the Protectory was Oct. 16, 
when one of the outbuildings near a clump of 
cedars was destroyed. This was alittle mere 
than a woek utter the Cassicys had been dis- 
charged. The old man was au engineer and the 
son a fireman. The former’s place was filled by 
the appointment of Frank Manges. December 
12 an attempt was made to burn the 
gashouse on the Protectory grounds. March 
18 another outhouse was consumed, and 
March 26 several sheds and other out- 
houses were destroyed. The officers of the 
Institution naturally felt alarmed. March 27, 
Messrs. Beales, Burke, and Hoguet had a con- 
ference with Inspector Byrnes. Deteetives 
jheidon and Jacobs were assigned to the case, 
da worked diligentiy. The prisoners were 
gathered in on Thursday, and since then In- 
spector Byrnes has obtained a series of damag- 
ing confessions, particularly against Cassidy. 

The first significant clue was discevered at the 
bottling shop of Frank Menge in Morris-avenue, 
between One Hundred and Forty-first and One 
Hundred and Forty-second streets. He has a 
stabie in which sre several horses, including a 
thoroughbred trotter. He also owns a blood- 
hound and makes him useful as a watch 





dog. So far as known only two er- 
sons dared enter the stable after dark 
They are young Cassidy and Avery. On the 


night of Maroh 26, the date of the last fire at 
the Pretectory, the trotier was surreptitiously 
taken from the stable, and several hours later 
was discovered in the yard. He was foam 
flecked, and had evidently been hard driven. A 
man living on the road to the Protectory was 


found who remembered hearing on the 
night of thé tire the hoof beats of a 
trotter, Achain of circumstances was rap- 


idly forged until the detectives felé justi- 
fied in making the wholesale _ arrests. 
Sawyer, the colored member of the gang, was 
the first to unbosom himself. He said he had 
known Cassidy since October, and heand Lewis 
barge at the foot of East One Hundred and 
tried to induce him to take part in burning an old 
Forty-second-street. The job was aceomplished 
with the aid of kerosene oil. Sawyer said he 
had often heard Cassidy make threats against 
the Catholic Protectory. Just before the gus 
house fire Cassidy tried to borrow Sawyer’s 
pistol, saying he meant to shoot any one who 
interfere: with him. After the attempt 
atthe gas house, Cassidy told Sawyer the de- 
tails of the adventure. He said he got into the 
gas house by a window, and narrowly escaped 
detection by the night watehman. When ail 
Was quiet Cassidy lit two matohesin succes- 
sion, and made what he thought would be a 
fg fire on the floor, using a quantity of tar. 

e feared an explosion, and retreated before 
the flames gained much headway. He hid 
in the clump of cedars and watched 
the efforts made to put out. the fire, One of 
the engines got stuck in the mud on the way. 
Lene statement of faet was verified by Inspector 

yrnes’s men.}] Cassidy said he had tried to 
“*get even’ once before, and he declared that 
he never would be satisfied until he saw the 
Protectory in ashes. He meant to burn all the 
buildings because he and his father had been 
discharged for trivial offenses. 

Reuben Lewis told Inspector Byrnes that he 
met Cassidy Feb. 1, and the latter boasted of 
having set one of the Proteetory buildings afire. 
Lewis admitted being with Cassidy at the 
barge fire and said that they smashed the cabin 
door with a rock and kindled the fire wlth kero- 
sene oil poured from a lamp. They 
separated and watched tne barge burn 
from a distance. Lewis revalled the fact that 
one day he, Cassidy, and Duer were passing the 
Kelly Building in Ryder-avenue. The atructare 
was partly damaged by fire, and Cassidy point- 
ing to it said: ‘*'That’s the place I wanted to 
rent for ourclub. Kelly wouldn’t rent it to me, 
but [ got even with him.” 

Duer aiso made a statement incriminating 
Cassidy. Duer lent the young firebug his re- 
voiver and went with him toa hardware store 
in Third-avenue near One Hundred and Forty- 
fourth-street, where Cassidy bonght eartridges. 
He taunted Duer with having the “heart of a 
chicken” because he would not enter the store, 
The day after one of the fires at the Protectory 
Cassidy said be bad’ a close call and wouldn’t 
have got away but for the fact that he could 
run. He said he could make a better job of it 
the next time ‘‘1f he had a horse.” 

According to Hiil’s testimony the day after 
the fire Cassidy called on him and read a pub- 
lished account of it, saying: **There, you see, 
didn’t I doit?” He had previously told Hill that 
he intended to commit arson not. only at the 
Proteetory but at the house of Frank Mauges 
because he was hired to take the piace of Cas- 
sidy’s father. Cassidy declared that it was 
great fun to watch the efforts made to get the 
fire engine out of the mud. 

When Cassidy was confrented with the evi- 
dence of his guilt hé said there was no use de- 
nying his erimes. He didn’t think his “* pals” 
would ‘give him away” in that style. He ex- 
pressed the most profound contempt for his 
companions. Inspector Byrnes said last even- 
ing that he thought Cassiay had complete con- 
trol of the others and made them do his bidding 
by sheer brute force, as they seemed terrorized 
when in his presence.

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OCOQUELIN'S FAREWELL. }' 


HE READS AN ESSAY BEFORE THE NINE- 
TEENTH CENTURY CLUB. 

The south room on the upper floor of the 
American Art'Galleries was not large enough 
to comfortably seat 500 unbonneted ladies and 
gentlemen in full dress—members of the Nine 
teenth Century Club and their friends—who 
went to hear Constant Coquelin read his article 
on ‘*Moliere et Shakespeare,’ which is to be 
published in the Century Magazine. Among

A dais stood in front: of the Murillo Madonna 
of the Durcal collection, and each seat was ar- 
ranged so as to faceit. Mr. Brander Matthews 
presided, but Mr. D. G. Thompson, President of 
the club, received M. Coquelin when he came 
with bisson Jean, and the Babel of conversa- 
tion ceased. Mr. Matthews, in exeellent French, 
intreduced M. Coquelin as a comedian, quoting 
the critic: ** Va pour la tragédie, Messieurs, 
inais la comédie est une chose -plus sérieuse,” 
and as aman who for a quarter of a century 
had played the rdles.of Moliére in the House of 
Moliére, 

M. Coquelin seated himself, opened his manu- 
script, and held his hearers spellbound when 
they dia not applaud. His analysis of the men 
and their works was solntillatins and thorough, 
fairand kind. He did uot spare his country- 
man in his criticisms, but treated him as he did 
the Bard of Avon, like one treats a favorite 
child to whom correction is a necessity. 
Up to a certain point, he said, there is a 
parallel in the careers of these intellectual 
giants. They began their career as comedians 
early in life, and the circumstances of their 
ern were about equal. Jean Baptiste 

oquelin’s father wasan upholsterer, Shake- 
speare's a glover, and in later years both have 
*been the subject of extraordinary theories. 
In France the only thing that was not 
denied was that Moliére was the author of 
his works. Shakespeare has been declared a 
dummy by the Baconians. Why not say that 
Condé was the author of. ‘*L’Ecoledes Femmes” 
and ‘Don Juan,” and explain that * Turtufe” 
was firat acted in the great Condé’s house, and 
ask for the production of a single manuscript 
frem Moliére? 

Both men struggled as actor, author, and 
director; both died at about the same age; both 
left fortunes. Each had the favor of Princes 
and nobles, and each left about the same num- 
ber of works. The Virgin Queen was the patron 
of Shakespeare and Louis XIV. of Moliére. 
Each had the same experience with pedants and 
the euvious, The Englishman was beloved by Ben 
Jonson and the Frenchman py Boileau, and 
Green harried the former anda Vise the latter. 
Shakespeare, however, died from entertaining 
friends. He had retired and had not written a 
line for four years. Molidre died in harness. 

Analyzing the development of the dramatio 
faculty in each, M. Coquelin said that passion 
deminated in Shakespeare’s works and realism 
in Moliére’s. Asan actor Shakespeare has left 
no trace. Moliére, on the contrary, set a stamp 
on his stage work. He was a reformer in the 
Matter of pronunciation and his gait on the 
boards was perfect. He was a poor tragedian, 
but be formed Baron, who, oddly enough, was 
| sear in both comedy and tragedy. He knew 

umanity and studied it to act it. 

Tartafe and Hamlet were the bone of their 
bone and the flesh of their flesh of those grand 
men. M. Coquelin considered Falstaff the most 
complete type of Shakespeare. After a sketch 
of the character of the work of Shakespeare 
and Molitre, which M. Coquelin divided 
into four epochs, in each case follewed 
some piquant comments on their methods, 
inconsistencies and foibles. Molitre was 
charged with libertinage, false piety, and a de- 
sire to correct man by the theatre. Shakespeare 
never dttempted this. Aristotle, like Moliére, 
tried to purge men of their defects. Moiitre 
was of the Latin race, Shakespeare not. Shake- 
speare is not seldom maladroit in his plots. 
As accident brings his characters to shame ana 
ruin so accident brings about happy déneue- 
ments, but Posthumous and Leentes were as 
miserably the prey of their imaginations as 
Othello or Lear. 

M. Coquelin analyzed the wit and humor of 
both authors, and summed up their women as 
flesh and blood in Shakespeare and sentimental 
and philosophicai in Molitre. Moliére saw life 
in entity and was ever inthe thiek of the fight. 
Shakespeare dwelt in serene temples in dreams. 
ee teaches us to think and Moliére to 

ve. 

Gen. Horace Porter was introduced as a 
speaker ef West Point French, and he made a 
very witty address. He said that when 4 man 
tries to speak two languages he has only one 
idea for two words, and he was reminded of a 
remark by a young lady at ene of M. Coquelin’s 
representations that M. Coquelin spoke 
French 80 perfectly and correctly that 
she could not understand him. He would 
try and not imitate him. Alluding 
to the Baconian theory, he said that it was all 
settled by a debating club in New-Jersey, who 
decided that Shakespeare’s works were not writ- 
ten by him,butby a man with the same name. He 
classed Shakespeare and Molitre with Aris- 
tophanes, saying that Aristophanes’s works 
were political somedy, Shakospeare’s the ro- 
mantic, and Molidre’s the social and polite. 

Mr. F. R. Coudert said he only knew Molitre 
when he heard M. Coquelin. In the name of 
the audience he thanked M. Coquelin for the 
intellectual banquet he had furnished, and in 
wishing him ‘“‘ bon voyage” departed from the 
rule compelling ali speakers to abstain from 
oe by using the Americanism ‘“‘ We'll miss 

m.’

Protection is a mixture of eccatan’ ? and folly. 
OHN BRIGHT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your graphic description in this morn- 
ing’s Trmgs of the “ Allard & Sons’” smuggling 
case fully demonstrates the immortal sentence 
of Mr. Brignt, that protection 1s indeed a mixt- 
ure of knavery and folly. 

Proteetion gone crazy in this country has put 
a duty of 30 per cent. on works of art and pict- 
ures. Now, then, let me show, first, the folly of 
such a protective duty. Can it possibly be” 
maintained that a protective duty of 1,000 per 
cent. will produce a Meissonier and Millais at 
home? Surely no save man can believe in 
such a pisce of stupidity. Therefore a duty of 
30 per cent. on works of art as a protection is 
surely afolly. Secondly, this very folly begets 
the knavery of emugg! ng, as was the case in 
the smuggling in of the six-thousand-dollar 
picture of Mr. Vanderbilt’s son by Allara & 
Sons. 

This mixture isso complete and well shaken 
up thatl invite my fellow-oitizens totake a 
dose of it. I know itis bitterand nasty. Sut 
if they will only properly digest it the ‘knav- 
ery and folly’ of a protective tariff may be 
cured. , ° 

It is always supposed that importers without 
exception are the great enemies to a high 
tarift and protection. Nothing ean be further 
from the mark. Of course, we have thousands 
of honest importers who are honorable and 
honest in every sense, 4nd are anxious, and 
have been waiting for many years, to my own 
personal knowlege, for a tariff that could be 
collected and put all merchants on an equality. 
But there are many importers who would go 
eut of the business if we sould happily have 
such a tariff. And, in my opinion, the sys- 
tematic, rignt-down smuggling of the Allards, 
as reported in your columns, is only a flea bite 
to the evil that is prevailing. 

Send your reporters to Mesars. Arnold & Con- 
Stable or to Messrs. McCreary & Co. and let 
them tell you that many houses in Europe will 
sefl their goods cheaper, laid dewn in New-York 
or Chicago, duty paid, than these merchants, if 
they bought and paid for goods in Paris or 
Lyons and paid the duty themselves could do. 
Now, this being a fact, what are you going to 
do about it? as the great late statesman, 
Mr. Tweed, had it. Experts, detectives, special 
agents, Secretaries of the Treasury, and states- 
men have tor years cogitated to obviate this 
great evilof smuggling and undervaluations. 
Specific duties were supposed to be the great 
remedy; but the ex-special agent, Jayne, who 
certainly was the most successful of all that 
tribe, found more frauds and more cheating in 
articles subject to specific rates than he did in 
those subject to an ad valorem duty. All sorts 
of remedies are suggested except the right one. 

When, during the last year of the Revolution- 
ary war, England offered the colonies every: 
coneeivable coneession except independenee, 
Dr. Frankiin said it reminded him of the old 
French roué who offered his mistress every- 
thing except marriage, which alone ceuld make 
an honest wemen of her.’ It is the same with 
our tariff. Every conceivable device is tried to 
collect our revenues honestly except the only 
effectual one of lowering our exorbitant duties,

Butift the duty had 
pean 5-per cent., or even 10 per cent., he would 
hardly have run the risk. the duty on woolens 
is so high—some dress goeda S82 per cent.—that 
an actual collection of such a duty would bea 
stupendous marvel, and yet itis proposed to 
make it even higher. There are plenty of for- 
eigners manufacturing abroad who only 
procter nu to have a higher duty on that kind of 

oods, 
as In short, our tariff, with its present rate of 
duties, offers a premium to the smuggler and 
undervaluator, and drives honest merchants 
from the business, Nor does it even protect 
the much-cherished infant industries. Never- 
theless, the consumer does not benefit by this 
nefarious trade; it is the scheming smuggier 
and undervaluator who invariably takes all 
that our stupid tariff will give him. Hence, les 
me conciuge as I have headed this letter, * Pro- 
tection is a mixture of knavery and folly.”

The eleetion 
next Tuesday will be for the choice of officials 
under the existing charter, who will have haa 
their labors for their pains if the new charter 
be accepted, and the candidates will ali work 
againat it. As its adoption has beeu made both 
here and in the city a party measure it is 
likely that the Republicans will make its rejec- 
tion, on the other hand, a party measure, and a 
Warm contest may be leeked for. 

A number of politicians came down here to- 
day to acquaint themselves with the situation, 
They agree that even if the charter passes 
they will claim their offices on the ground that 
the act (which abolishes the existing City 
Gevernment) is not constitutional. The eor- 
tention is that the local-option clause, under 
which its operation depends upon the vote of 
the people,.is a violation of the organic law of 
the Staite. Local vption has been deelared con- 
stitutional as applied to liquor legislation by 
the State Supreme Court, but it is an open 
Beeret that two Judges whe were absent at the 
time that decision was made would, if they had 
been present, have turned the scales the other 
way.

. A hundred years have. passed since the -Govern- 
ment which our forefathers. founded was formally 
orgenizeda.. At noor on the 30th day of april, 178¥. 
in the city of New-York, and in the presence of an 
assemblage of the heroic men whose patriotic devo- 
tion had led the colonies te victory and independ- 
ence, George Washington took the oath of ottice as 

Chief Magistrate of the new-born republic. This 

impressive act was preceded at 9 o’clock in the 

morning ia allthe churches ‘of the city ‘by prayer 
for God’s blessing on the Government and its first 

President, 

The centennial of this illustrious event in our his- 
tory has been declared a general holiday by act of 
Congress, to the end that the people of the whole 
country may join in commemorative exercises ap- 
propriate te the day. In order that the joy of the 
oceasion may be asaociated with a deep thankful- 
neas in the minds of the people for all our blessings 
in. the past, and a devout supplication to God for 
their gracious continuance: in the future, the repre- 
sentatives of the religious creeds, both Uhristian 
and Hebrew, have memorialized the Government to 
designate an hour for prayer and thanksgiving on 
that aay. 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States of America, in response to this 
pious and reasonable request, do recommend that 
on Tuesday, April 30, at the hour of 9 o’clock in the 
morning, the pecpleof the entire country repair to 
their respective ).aces of divine worship to implore 
the favor of God that the blessings of liberty, pros- 
perity, and peace may abide with us as a people, and

THE TROUBLE IN *WHICH YENT SING 
FINDS HIMSELF INVOLVED. 
Yent Sing, a prosperous Chinese mer- 
ehant and the. husband of the Chinese beile 
whose recent arrival from her native land 
created quite a flutter in Celestial society here, 
has become ip.volved in a legal suit. About two 
and a half years ago he rented from Herman 
Celell the second floor of the house 10 Chat- 
ham-square, signing a lease to run five years, 
and fitted it upin the most elaborate manner 
as a joss temple where the people might wor- 
ship after their own peculiar fashion. A special 


joss, endowed with peculiarly wonderful pow- 
ers was imported from Ohina and set upen his 
throne in the new temple with impres- 
ceremonies. For a little. less than two 
years this joss received the petitions 
of the faithful with cheerful urbanity, 
and then was removed. together with 
the other appointments of the temple, to the 
building in Mott-street reeently purchased by 
Chinamen as a joss house, 

Now Mr. Colell is unkind enough to desire 
pay ment for the floorhe rented to Yent Sing, the 
rent of whieh, he avers, has not been paid since 
the temple was transferred, and he has brought 
suit against Yent Sing in the City Court to re- 
cover the amount claimed as due. Tho Ohina- 
moan has tiled an answerto the complaint, in 
which he asserts that he and his fellow-wor- 
shippers were practically driven out ‘of the 
Chatham-square house because of the fact that 
the floor above them had been rented to a 
printer, and the constant pounding of his steam 
presses so,interfered with the worshippers that 
the temple had to be removed. Therefore he 
holds that he is not liable ror the rent "upaid, 

As to the signing of the lease, Yent Bing 
claims that his signature was fraudulently ob- 
tained. He did not understand Englisn, he 
eays, and could not read the document, but Mr. 
Colell requested him to sign it and he did go. 
The case will be trie@in ashert time before’'a 
jury in the City Court. ; 


JOHN MURRAY’S DEATH. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 5.—John Murray, 
once a well-known actor, whe died in Marshall- 
town, Iowa, yesterday, was very popular in his 
younger days, starring in “Solon Shingle” and 





_other character plays. He was at that time 


making a great deal of money, which he spent 
lavishly. It was about this time tuat he teok 
to drink. About 1850 he suddenly disappeared, 
and for four or five years not even his neurest 
triends knew of his whereabouts. According to 
his own story he spent his time at Buffalo, N.Y., 
leading a sober and steady life. He afterward 
secured a leading position in one of the thea- 
tres at Providence, where he met and warried 
Grace-Courtiand. In 1878 they came to Miune- 
apolis. Toward the close of his second season 
here business began to run down, and Murray, 
becoming dissouraged, went East and soon 
after fell inte his old habit of drinking. Soon 
afterward his wife left him. He had been in 
poor health ever since February, and had been 
vared for by theatrical people. 


BEWARE OF THE FILTER. 

Peeple who drink nothing but water 
‘weuld have felt uncomfortable last evening, if 
they had listened to the paper read by Dr. C. 
G. Currier at the New-York Academy of Medi- 
eine upen the efficiency of water filters. Dr. 
Currier preved beyond all question that the 
‘water drinker who puts his faith in filters of 
the ordinary kind is offering himself as a free 
‘pasture greund to moro bacteria and various 
harmful micro-organisms than if he had trusted 
to no filter at all. 

It the water drinker in discouragement turns 
to drink of a more spirituous nature, or to, the 
different distilled and mineral waters known to 
commerce, he will ve but little better off. These, 
too, aecording to Dr. Currier, swarm with 
animal life of the most dangerous types, Of all 
substanee thus far furnished for domestic 
filters porous rebaked porcelain carefully 
selected the lecturer bad found to be the best. 

A number of micro-organisms were exhitdted 
under the microscope; among them being a 
cholera germ, harmless looxing though deadly,

THE \AMBRIOAN JUDIOLARY.' 
A LECTURE BY EX-GOYV. CHAMBERLAIN 
‘AT THE UNIVERSITY: OF MICHIGAN. © 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 5.—The Hon? Daniel 
H.° Chamberlain of Now-York.deélivérel-a lect- 
ure here-this evening before the Political Sol- 
once Agsociation of the Untvefsity of Michigan 
on “The State Jndiciary; Its’ Place‘in ‘the 
American Political System.” 

The" lecturer’ remarked .that bis subjeet had 
two natmral @ivisions; First, the place assigned 
by the original frame: of our. politicalisystem to 
the State judiciary; seeond, the place which it 
has actually held and now holds in that eystem. 
Attention Was ealied te the fadt that.written 
charters of government, however Voge and, 
ciaginilc in cenforring and regulating, govern- 
mental ‘powers, are never ‘able ‘absolut to 
control the practical, development of the v- 
ernment. The history of the development of 
our Government under the Constitution teaches 
the same lessen, and the actual form and opera- 
tion of our Government now 18 due, more than 
to its framers, in‘ the lecturers judgment, to 
thrée great facts and forces outside of the writ- 
teh Constitution: (1) The unequaled practical 
Bagacity, influence, and .patri m of Wasning- 
top as President; (2): the. Intélleetual, moral, 
and judicial greatness of Marshall ‘as Chief- 
Justice, and (3).the profound depth of the in- 
fluence and effect of the civil war of 1861. 

Attention was called to the terms and effect 
ef the appellate power of the Sapreme Court of 
the United States, which, the lecturer remarked, 
involved in : its exercise the most interesting, 
delieate, difficuls, and probably the most vital 
point in our dual or compound judicial system: 
and, calling attention to the: fact that political 
questions are never decided and are never 
within the jurisdietion of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, he pointed out .that, by the 
terms of the judicial grant in the Constitu- 
tion, the power was limited to ‘‘cases in law 
and equity.” Hence nothing coulda come to the 
attention of the Supreme Court except such 
matters as were,in thelr nature, capable ef 
being reduced and presented in the form of 
** cages.” ; 

The jurisdiction of the United States courts is 
fixed by two descriptive limitations: (1) the 
subjeet matter of the cases; (2) the character of 
the parties. Under the first head the oase muss 
involve some right, claim, or authority arisin 
under the Constitution or laws of the Unite 
States; and under the second head the parties 
must be aliens or citizens of different States. In 
the latter case, where the subject matter is not 
a Federal one, the courts of the United States 
administer the laws prevailing in the States, 
previsely as they affect the eitizens of the differ- 
ent States in contreversies wholiy between citt- 
zens of the same State. Hence, the striking fact 
appears that in each State there are two courts 
or sets of courts, dealing with the same persons 
and the same subjects, yet each absolutely un- 
controlled by the other or by asommonsupurior, 
since cases which involve mo Federal question 
do not fall within: the appellate power of the 
Unitea States Supreme Court. 

The lecturer carefully examined some of the 
leading cases giving construction to this pro- 
vision, the result being, as he statad it, that the 
provision meant that the statutes of a State 
and the construction put. upon them by the 
highest eourt of a State are binding and con- 
clusive upon the courts of the United States, in 
all cases where such statutes so construed are 
not in eonflict with tke Constitution of the 
Unitea States, and where such deoisions can be 
regarded as the settled, fixed, and reeeived law 
of the State; but that whenever, in the judgment 
of the United States courts, State statutes, as 
construed by the State courts, are in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United Btates, or 
whenever the decisions of the State courts are 
conflicting, so that any specified decision or 
decisions of a State court canaot be fairly re- 
garded’ as expressing the settled law of the 
State, the United States are not bound by such 
statutes er decisions. 

The lecturer regarded the infrequency ef serious 
conflict between the courts of the States and of 
the United States as one of the mostremarkable 
facts iu our history, and a striking evidence of 
what Bagehot calis ‘the civil instincts and 
capacities of our race.” He referred to one case 
which arose not leng prior to the civil war, in 
Wisconsin, in which a person arrested and held 
for aiding the escape of a fugitive slave was re- 
leased from the custody of the United States 
Marshal on a writ of habeas corpus bya Judge 
of the Supreme Court of the State. The same 
person’ was subsequently indicted and convict- 
ed upon the same charge, and while undergoing 
sentence of the United States Ceurt was again 
released upon habeas corpus by the 8u- 
preme Court of the State. The case being 
carried tothe Supreme Court of the United 
States, gave occasion for one of the ablest and 
most permanently valuable decisions of Chief- 
Justice Taney. No lawyer or citizen of stand- 
ing would. now defend the action of the State 
court in that case upon légal grounds, but it 
stood as an impressive warping of the danger 
toevery part of our political.system invelved in 
the presence and influence of slavery,’‘ war- 
ranting,” in the lecturer’s words, ‘“ President 
Lineoln’s brave and sagacious vaticination, 
‘This Gevernment cannot endure permanentiy 
half slave and half free.’”’

SESSION OF GOVERNMENT OFFICERS. 

There isa” probability that hereafter, 
whenever any firm of art dealers or decorators 
reeeive an invoice from their foreign agents or 
Principals, the Custom House authorities will 
investigate the stulfting of al! the chairs and 
sofas in the collection, for the evidence ef 
smuggling segured against Allard & Sons of 304 
Fifth-avenue is of the most comprehensive 
character, 

The more the United States agents investigate 
the case the more certain it appears that for 
nearly ten years the same system of defrauding 
the Government has been followed until it is 
estimated that the firm owes the Government 
for evaded payment of duties at least $150,000, 

Special Treasury Agent G. H. Simmons, under 
whose direction the seizure was made, was busy 
all day yesterday digging deeper inte the ac- 
Gumblation of books and overs of the firm 
after evideneée of fraud. @ was assisted by 
Blosasire, the former agent of the firm,.who was 
succeeded by Paul Roulez, the present agent in 
this city. The books were carefully compared 
with the manifests of the.cargoes of the vessels 
bringing the art goods from Allard & Sons’ 
Paris house to their New-York agency. Blos- 
saire was cager to furnisd all particulars in his 
possession, and this, apparently,-he was fully 
able to do, for, according to Mr. Roulez, the 
smuggling for the greater part occurred while 
Blossaire wasagent. Blossaire was communicat- 
ive to 10 One save Mr. Simmons, however, and 
Mr. Simmons declared that the investigation 
had net progressed sufficiently to enable him to 
add to the statements already published, 

Alluding to the report that one of the firm in- 
tended to come to this city to defend the tirm’s 
interests, Mr. Simmons laughed and said: “I 
only wish he would come.” He did not credit 
the rumer. He declared that Mr. Roulez: eould 
be prosecuted, and intimated that the agent 
probably would be arrested, but none of the 
United states authorities in this city issued a 
Warrant yesterday, and Mr. Roulez remained 
@aimly in Ailara & Sons’ store until a late nour 
without interference. Mr. Simmons declared 
that the articles seized in the Fifth-avenue 
store on Wednesday, and which are atill in the 
Custom House, would not be appraised until 
the early part of next week, when some idea 
also of the firm’s liability, se far as duties were 
concerned, could also be reached, 

Mr. Simmons’s present relations with the 
Government are pecaliar. While he was in the 
throes of the investixation of the wholesale 
smuggling operations of Allard & Sons, a letter 
came from the Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington, April 1, informing him that he was re- 
moved from his position, and that he would.be 
relieved from duty April 15. Yet. notwith- 
standing this, he kept on working up the case 
against the suspected firm of importers. Mr. 
Simmons was appointed anu inspector of customs 
in 1885, but was subsequently promoted be 
cause ef his successful work. 

Allinquirtes made at the store of Allard & 
Sons yesterday were referred by Mr. Roulez to 
the counsel of the firm, W. H. Seeor. Mr. Roulez 
declared that Blossaire had attempted to black- 
mail both him and the members of the firm in 
Paris, and that his action was simply the car- 
rying out of bis threats. He conceded that 
goods had been brought to this country in a 
surreptitious manner, but denied some of Blos- 
saire’s allegations. ‘the books of the Fifth-ave- 
nue store being in the oustody of the customs 
Officials, the truth of Biossaire’s statements 
may be readily ascertained. 

1t seoms that the list of the tirm’s customers, 
who, it is said, have been duped by the art 
dealers, is a very long one. Besides those 
already mentioned, it is said thas Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Elliott &. Shepard, Senator Payne of 
Ohio, William Rockefeller, and the late Mrs. 
Morgan had purchased ebjects of art from 
Allard & Sons, and it is also said that in each 
case full allowanee for duty was made-in the 
prices charged, though no duties were ever 
paid by the firm. At the Custom House it is 
regarded as certain that no question will be 
raised by the Secretary of the Treasury con- 
cerning the legality ef ownership in the proper- 
ty purchased from the accused irm. The own- 
ers will, however, be obliged to pay duty on 
the articles which it can be proved were s1aug- 
gied.; A compromise, too, may he effected which 
may relieve the present owners of a part of 
their liability. Their recourse against tbe firm 
will be, either to bring a civil suit for the 
amount paid to the Government either in this 
city or in the Freneh courts. There is every 
reason to belseve:that this will be done through 
the firm of Bangs, Stetson, Tracy & MacVeagh, 
for those lawyers are now suing Allard & Sons, 
in behalf of H. Mck. Twombly, for $20,0V0, 
the price of the alleged Rembrandt purchased 
from them and discovered to be spurious,

SHIRTMAKERS FAIL 





DOWNS & FINCH ASSIGN FOR NEARLY 
$500,000—AMPLE ASSETS PROMISED. 
Downs & Finch, ore of the most impor- 

tant shirt manufacturing firms in this country, 

at 43 and 45 Leemard-street, with factories at 

Jamesburg, Bordentown, and Heightstown, N. 

J., yesterday made a general assignment, with- 

out preferences, to Theodore F. Miller, the law- 

yer, at 299 Broadway. The firm is composed of 

Daniel H. Downs and Cornelius M. Finch, gen- 

eral partners, and V. Henry Rothschild and 

Isaac Dreyfuss, special partners. It was gen- 

erally understood that the failure was caused 

in trying to control the trade, whereby their 


expenses had increased while the profits had 
diminished and low prices prevailed. 
Assignee Miller said he had been suddenly 


‘called to take the assigneeship and had been 


able to learn only in a general Way from Mr. 
Downs, the financial manager, that the labuill- 
ties were between $400,000 and $500,000, and 
the assets, if judiciousiy handled, woulda exceed 
the liabilities. These assets consisted of the 
three large factories mentioned, stock on hand, 
which was nearly all at the factories; material, 
machinery, bills and accounts receivable. The 
assignee said he had discharged all the clerks 
in the office and. would ciose up the factories 
Saturday. He intended to close out the stock 
as best he could, and lor that purpose might re- 
wove it to New-York. Itisreportea by srad- 
street’s that the business was originally estab- 
lished as. Downs, Gourlay & Finch, at James- 
burg, N. J., and about seventeen years ago was 
succeeded by Downs & Finch, which has beeu 
continued ever since. Mr. Downs was the 
tinancial manager, while Mr. Finch looked after 
the manufacturing part uf the business. At 
tirst they manufactured a cheap gradeof goods, 
selling at low prices, and, it isjsaid, drove most 
of tue other factories out of the trade. . 

The tirm was ivoked upon as successful and 
progressive, claiming pienty of capital and 
paying Well for local purchases. They manu- 
tavctured fancy colored shirts and built up a big 
busiuess. Aug. 1, 1886, they formed a limited 
partnership to run five years, Messrs. Roths- 
child and Dreyfuss being special partners for 
$100,000. The latter turned over to the new 
tirm their fapey shirt department, and Downs 
& Finch moved serogs the street to the sales- 
reom of Y. Henry Rothschild & Co.. The tirm 
of Downs & Finca claimed to srudstreel’s, Sep- 
tember Jast, thas their capital was $500,000, 
including the special capitai; that they had a 
very successful year’s business and increased 
their capital ac least $50,000 from the profits. 
‘They aiso claimed to be doing the bulk of the 
fancy-shirt business of the country. 

Messrs. Rothschild and Dreyfuss, composing 
the firm of V. Henry Rothschild & Co., 43 
Leonara-street, declure that their firm is not at 
all affected by the failure. 


A SPO 
THE RAPID TRANSi£f COMMISSION. 
As explained by Corporation Counsel 

Beekman yesterday, the amendments to the 

Mayor’s Rapid Transit bill in une Assembly pro- 

vide primarily that no elevated railroad shall 

be constructed in Broadway, except to cross it, 
but that the commission to be appointed under 
the bill may take the thoroughfare into consid- 
eration im laying out an underground railroad 
line. In this respect the restrietion in the 


amendment is stronger and more far reaching 
than in the original bill, which prohibited the 
invasion of Broadway for an elevated er other 
railroad south of Fifty-ninth-street only. 

The other amendment makes the commission 
under this bill supersede all rapid transit 
commissions previously-appointed since Jan.,1, 
1885, and declares their work null and void, 
As originally drafted, the bill made the commis- 
sion to be appoigted thereunder supersede 
all previously-appointed commissions; but, in 
order to placate »few Assemblymen whvu had 
expressed their intention te vote for the Cable 
Kailroad bill as well as forthe Mayor’s bili, 
Mayor Grant consented to the amendment, whieh 
was calculated to leave the Cable Railroad 
Commission in its existing condition before the 
courts, weil knowing that the Court of Appéuls 
had decided that commission to be out of 
existence and without standing in the courts. 
But since it bad been given out as a compromise 
with the eabio railroad lobby, the Mayor would 
iusist upon the passage of the bill without the 
amendment. The main purpose of the section 
which makes the Mayor’s commission super- 
sede all others was to forestall the appointment 
of any commission ulder the old railroad law 
between the enactment of the Mayor's bill and 
the appoint mont of the commission thereunder.

KRULISGH’S TRIAL. 


THE DRUG CLERK MURDER MYSTERY 
STILL. UNSOLVED. : : 

The jury that is trying William Krulisch 
for the murder of Drug Clerk Wechsung in Part 
II. ,of the Court of General Sessions seems to 
be made up of expert cross-questioners. They 
tmaiss no opportunity to fire questions at wit- 
nesses, and they seem to take a very earnest 
interest in this pecullar and puzzling sase. 
John Griffin, juror No. 2, has a great horrer of 
bleod and taies of blood. He was obliged to 
leave the court room once yesterday on account 
of a too graphic deseription of the murdered 
man’s wounds, . 

Detective Priee in giving his testimeny re- 
ferred to the number of lies or what were evi- 
dently lies tola to him by Krulisch about tho 
alleged trip tothe bakery. The defendant had 
contradicted himself on this point several 
times. The detective also asked the boy if 
Wechsung had any women Visitors and Krulisoh 
answered that he did not knowof any. Price 
asked Wechstng if it was not a woman who 
struck him and he said no,ethat it was a 
tnan, Ho repeated the word man several 
times. The cetective’s opinion was that 
the blows ‘were struck by a person who 
was not very streng. On the day after that on 
whieh the murder was done, the detective 
asked Krullach why he had lied about the place 
he lived in and other matters. The boy said 
th&t he must have been crazy if hetola him any 
sucn things, and he wanted to know if the de- 
tective had not found out:where he lived on the 
night following the murder when Price and 
other detectives tracked him. 

Price toid of his visit to Isidor Freundlich’s 
stere, on First-avenue, where the proprietor 
identified Krulisch as the boy who had bought 
the hatchet from him on the day before the 
murder. Deteetive Titua went with him and 
Detective Cuff. ‘The witness said that Freuxzd- 
hoh had premptly identified Krualisch as the 
purchaser of the hatchet. 

Mr. Purdy wanted. to know why it was that 
the boy had not been placed with other boys 
for identification, as is usual in such cases. 
rhe mg could not say why this had not. been 

one. 

Dr. Edward A. Keily, house surgeon in Belle- 
vue Hospital,, described the oharacter of the 
wounds on Wechsung’s head. He exhibited 
Pieces of the skull taken: from the victim’s 
head. The blows that inflicted the wounds 
must have been dealt by a strong arm, the doe- 
tor thought. 

The strongest evidence for the prosecution 
was put in during the afternoon. Isidor 
Freundlich, who keeps the little hardware store 
on. First-avenue, near Seventy-tirst-street, tasti- 
fled that on the day before the murder was com- 
mitted Krulisch walked into his store and said 
that he wanted to getanaxe, He showed him 
a forty-cent one, bus the boy pointed to the one 
which he held in his other hand, and asked how 
much it was. The witness said that it was 60 
cents, “and Krulisoh said promptly that he 
would take it. The boy paid nim for it witha 
quarter, three ten-cent pieces, and a five-cent 
Piece. The axe with whieh the killing was 
done was shown him by Mr. Jerome. He identi- 
fled it positively as the one sold by him ta 
Krulisch. He said that he remembered Kruliseh 
very distinotly. 

Adolph Schlesinger swore that he was in the 
store when the boy bought the axe, and he posi- 
tively identified Krulisch as the purchaser. 

Mr. Hamerstein, a juror in Part II., caused 
somethiug of a stir by oorine that several years 
ago, When Dr. Doepfner kept a drug store up 
town in a different locality from his present 
one, some sort of a row took piace in Doepfner’s 
store, and an arrest was made there. Just 
what the eircumstances were he cannotremem- 
ber, but itis a matter that may be looked into 
by the defense.

FIRE LOSSES. 


COMPANIES ADOPT RULES FOR OUNI- 
FORMLY SETTLING LOSSES. 

The present lack of system to provide for 
a uniform means of adjusting fire losses among 
imsurance companies has been very eostly to 
some of the companies and to a number of 
property owners, In the hope of reform, the 
Committee on Adjustment of the Board of Un- 
derwriters was instructed early in the Winter 
to prepare a set of rules, to be submitted to the 
various companies, under which economy and 
expeditious service might be obtained. At 
present, when the Secretary of the Fire Patrol 


informs the various cempanies interested in a 
losa and invites a meetiug, itis rerely possible 
to gét more than & bar@® majority to attend. 
Whenever a majority does attend it usually 
consigns the matter to 4 aab-committee for 1n- 
vestigation, and a part of the duty of this body 
isto employ an adjuster, The minority, who 
May not have been represented at the 
meeting, usuaily dissents from the action 
of the majority, and each company for itself ap- 
points an adjuster. This inevitably leads to 
aonfusion. If the method of one appointee dees 
not suit another the investigation in the case 
thus imvolved has to be repeated for the ben- 
efit of the dissenting adjuster, and this may 
happen not only once, but once for each adjust- 
er, whether there be three or a dozen of them. 
The insurance companies have found that 
losses were arranged on very unsatisfactery 
terms, Many complaints from the insured being 
received in regard to the matter. Whils no 
direct charges have been made, the subject of 
the opportunities of adjusters to enrich their 
own pockets at the expense both of the com- 
panies and of the insured has been uppermost 
in the discussion of the Board of Underwriters 
since the committee handed in its report. 

Tbe committees submitted ten rules. Several 
meetings have been held cachyweek to consider 
these ruies, and eight of them have been adopt- 
ed. The niath at the last meeting was raeom- 
mitted for amendment. At next Tuesday’s 
meeting the ninth and tenth wili be adopted, 
and it is expected that the new rules will meet 
the approval of at least 90 per cent. of the in- 
sarance companies in this city. . 

These measures previde definite means of 
economiesl adjustment, and are bel eved 
to lessen very much the opportunities 
and temptations which are now offered to those 
who make it a business of adjusting fire iosses. 
Under their operation the companies think that 
they will be assured a speedy and economical 
means of securing in every case honest esti- 
mates of firé losses. 

The committee appointed by the underwriters 
last Fall to arrange a new schedule of rates and 
a new set of rules to govern the various classes 
of insurance is still at work. 

PRODUCE EXCHANG&@ GRATUITY FUND. 

The Trustees of the New-York Produce 
Exchange Gratuity Fund yesterday issued their 
seventh annual report, which showed that the 
fund now has 2,933 members. During the year 
46 deaths occurred. Allusion is made to the 
frauds committed by William P. Foster, Jr., 
the counsel of the Exchange, by whicn the fund 
lost $192,000, and to the efforts made to secure 


his apprehension, and the resolutions acknowl- 
edging the payment of $50,000 to the fund,’ 
by Mr. William kK. Foster are incurperated in 
the repert. The fund’s net loss through its de- 
linquent counsel is put down at $145,486 24. 
The managers of the fund hope that by next 
year the assesment, which now amounts to $3 
per death, will be reduced to $1 50, and pos- 
sivly to $1. 


RETREAT FOR THEOLOGIANS, 

The students of the General Theological 
Seminary, in Chelsea-square, have been enjey- 
ing two ‘‘quiet days,’ or a retreat, condueted 
by the Right Rev. Dr. N..8. Rulison, Assistant 
Bishop ef Central Pennsylvania. The services 
consisted each day of celebration, matins, and 


and evensong, the intervening hours being de- 
voted to instructions, meditations, and sermons 
on the deepening of the spiritual life and on the 
practioal work of clergymen. 

The Rev. Yaroo M. Neoson, a Persian, who 
had been educated at the General Theological 
Seminary, and who was reeently ordained by 
Bisnop Potter, will leave for hits native land 
Thursday, thero to devote his life to missionary 
work in behalf of the Assyrian Church, under 
the Arehbishop of Canterbury’s mission.

WHAT CAPT, BARR BELIEVES TO BE THB 
REQUIREMENTS OF THAT CRAPT. 

An interesting article has been published 
through ‘the Alumni ‘Agseciation of the Reve- 
nue Marine Service by Capt: Frank Barr of 
the United States Revenue Marine Service, 
coneerning the “ model type of a frevenue cut- 
ter.”

to cruise indifferently among the ice of our 
northern -cousts, and in the fungus-infested 
waters of our Southern States.” 

Coneerning the requirements of the vessel to 
meet all these necessities, Oapt. Barr believes 
she should be able to move in any direction at 
any time without regard to wind, tide, or cur- 
rents, and that she should be given great speea; 
she should carry arms and crews who under- 
stand how to handle them; she should be able 
to keep te sea at all times; have power, weight, 
and ease ef management with the minimum 
ability to injury and the maximum facility for 
repairing her; she should have the largest 
available earrying capacity and the power to 
break ice, resist worms, crustacea, and animal 
and vegetable fungi of all sorts. Capt. Barr 
also mentions many reasons why the vessel 
should be given twin screws, particularly when 
necessary to haul a vessel off a gradually shelv- 
ing beach. Besides, he deems it advisable that 
the craft should be given the compound type of 
— with two Ward boilers placed fore and 
a ;

He prefers wood to iron in the vessel’s con- 
struction, because there is much more elasticety 
in seasoned oak than in metal when necessary 
to lay along side of a merchantman. ‘Phe 
dimensions should be, he adds, 135 feet in 
length and 23 feet beam, with a speed of 16 
knets an hour. 

As there are now several revenue cutters to 
be built, besides those constructing, the appear- 
ance of Capt. Barr’s article will unquestionably 
attract the attention of the board in charge of 
the building and equipping the vessels and may 
lead to many notable improvements.
